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Introduction 


This publication presents the revenues and expend- 
itures of the governments of each of the Canadian 
provinces and territories in the form of government 
financial management statistics. The primary objec- 
tive of the publication is to meet the needs of users of 
financial information pertaining to the activities of 
these governments by converting the idiosyncratic 
data produced by each government into standardized 
statistics which are compatible as between these 
governments (and also with those of other levels of 
government produced by the Public Finance Division 
of Statistics Canada) and are consistent from one 
reference period to another. 


The Financial Management Statistics 
System 


The concepts and classifications underlying this 
statistical system are described in detail in the publi- 
cation “The Canadian System of Government Finan- 
cial Management Statistics” (Catalogue (68-506). 
Canadian governments at all three levels — federal, 
provincial and local — display much the same orga- 
nizational structure — a legislature to which is subor- 
dinated a central core of departments to which, in 
turn, are attached numbers of agencies with varying 
degrees of autonomy. However, this general similarity 
of structure disappears when a detailed examination 
is made. Similarly-named entities perform quite dif- 
ferent roles in different governments; services pro- 
vided by a department in one government are pro- 
vided by an agency in a second and are not provided 
at all in a third; and, while most agencies provide 
“sovernment-type” services, others provide goods or 
services which in other jurisdiction could be, and 
often are, provided by non government commercial 
entities. Furthermore, since most government finance 
reports are designed to show administrative accounta- 
bility and hence are closely related to organizational 
structures, the raw data contained in these reports are 
practically useless for any study which seeks to relate 
the financial activities of one government to those of 
another. 


The Canadian System of Government Financial 
Management Statistics seeks to overcome the lack of 
homogeneity in raw government financial information 
at the provincial/territorial level in the following 
ways: 


Introduction

The government universe is divided in two parts — 
general government and government enterprises. The 
general government consists of: 


Departments of government; 


special funds (see “Appendix” for the list of special 
funds included in this report): 


administrative and regulatory funds which per- 
form functions similar to those of government 
departments; 


agencies engaged in “industrial” or “commercial” 
activities, primarily to service the requirements 
of their own governments; 


agencies engaged primarily in the channelling of 
funds from one level of government to another or 
among organizations at the same level of govern- 
ment, e.g., bodies established by provincial legis- 
lation to help finance the capital programs of 
municipalities and school boards; 


Workers’ Compensation Boards; 


government-owned institutions such as those enga- 
ged in education, health and welfare services or 
administration of justice, e.g. agricultural schools, 
residences for handicapped persons, gaols, etc.; 


Quebec Pension Plan; 


non-trusteed public service pension plans because 
their funds constitute an integral part of the consol- 
idated revenue fund or which are otherwise avail- 
able to the government in the financing of its 
operations; 


working capital funds. 


All entities classified to general government are 
consolidated into a single statistical unit for each 
government. 


Revenues of each unit are classified by source and 
expenditures by function or purpose, while assets and 
liabilities conform with normal accounting 
classifications. 


A government enterprise is an organized entity, 
usually corporate, established by a government to 
produce goods or services for sale on the open market 
at prices related to costs (this relationship being 
ascertainable from its own independent system of 
accounts), which has relatively autonomous manage- 
ment of its affairs and is staffed by other than public 
servants, though certain staff benefit schemes, e.g., 
superannuation, may be integrated with those of the 
public service of the parent government. The enter- 
prises are classified by parent government and by 
Standard Industrial Classification. Financial statis- 
tics classifications for enterprises generally accord 
with those of commercial accounting.

While the foregoing outlines the bases on which the 
financial management system rests, the reader is 
urged to refer to the descriptive publication men- 
tioned above to obtain the more detailed knowledge 
which is a prerequisite for the full comprehension and 
use of the statistics produced in accordance with this 
system. The full range of these statistical series is 
listed on the rear cover of the present publication. 


The National Accounts Statistical System 


A second national standardized system for the 
production of financial statistics of Canadian govern- 
ments is contained in the framework of the Canadian 
System of National Accounts. While the financial 
management system depicts the expenditures made 
by government to discharge its functions, the relative 
importance of the different types of revenue raised to 
defray these expenditures, the means used to finance 
the deficit between revenue and expenditure or to 
dispose of any surplus of revenue over expenditure 
and the resulting financial situation of government; 
the economic analysis system is concerned with the 
economic effects of government activity. Although 
there are significant differences between the two 
systems in concepts and, particularly, in classifica- 
tions, it is possible, as is shown in this publication, to 
cross-classify government financial data in economic 
terms. But, just as the resulting financial management 
statistics differ significantly from the estimates or 
public accounts from which they are derived, so the 
economic analysis statistics differ from the national 
income and expenditure accounts. 


Coverage, Sources and Validity 


The present publication covers the general govern- 
ment universe of each province and territory on an 
all-inclusive basis except for certain institutions for 
which complete financial reports are unavailable. 
These institutions are incorporated only to the extent 
of their financial transactions with their present gov- 
ernments; certain very minor revenues which these 
institutions obtain from other sources are omitted 
from the publication as are detailed analyses of their 
expenditures. 


The financial statistics in this publication are de- 
rived from information contained in the public ac- 
counts of the governments and from the audited 
financial statements of their agencies. Additional 
detail is obtained in a few instances from correspon- 
dence with provincial and territorial authorities. The 
co-operation of provincial and territorial government 
officials is gratefully acknowledged. 


The main tables in this publication have been 
reviewed by officials of the governments to which the 
data relates but final responsibility for the validity of 
the statistics remains with the Provincial Government 
Section of the Public Finance Division of Statistics 
Canada.

Systeme statistique des comptes nationaux 


Le systéme canadien de la comptabilité nationale est un 
deuxiéme systéme national normalisé pour la statistique 
financiére des gouvernements canadiens. Alors que le systéme 
de la gestion financiére présente les dépenses effectuées par 
les gouvernements pour s’acquitter de leurs fonctions, |’im- 
portance relative des différentes sources de recettes percues 
pour assumer ces dépenses, les moyens utilisés pour financer 
le manque de recettes par rapport aux dépenses ou pour 
disposer l’excédent des recettes sur les dépenses et la situa- 
tion financiére finale des gouvernements; le systéme d’analyse 
économique s’intéresse, pour sa part, aux incidences écono- 
miques de leurs activités. En dépit de différences conceptuel- 
les sensibles entre les deux systémes, principalement dans les 
classifications, il est possible, comme le démontre cette 
publication, de recouper les données financiéres en termes 
économiques.

Champ d’observation, sources et validité 


La présente publication englobe toutes les activités gouver- 
nementales de chaque province ou territoire, sauf certaines 
institutions pour lesquelles il n’existe pas de rapports finan- 
ciers complets. Nous n’avons tenu compte de ces institutions 
que pour leurs transactions financiéres avec le gouvernement 
dont elles relévent; cette publication ne prend pas en compte 
certaines recettes trés faibles provenant d’autres sources et 
n’analyse pas leurs dépenses en détail. 


Les statistiques financiéres de cette publication sont tirées 
de renseignements contenus dans les comptes publics des 
gouvernements et dans les états financiers vérifiés des orga- 
nismes qui en dépendent. Dans quelques cas, des détails 
supplémentaires ont été obtenus directement des autorités 
provinciales ou territoriales. Nous remercions les fonctionnai- 
res des provinces et territoires de la collaboration qu’ils nous 
ont accordée. 


Les principaux tableaux de cette publication ont été véri- 
fiés par les fonctionnaires compétents des gouvernements, 
mais c’est la Section des administrations provinciales, Divi- 
sion des finances publiques, Statistique Canada, qui a la 
responsabilité définitive des statistiques. 


Revision of the Financial Management 
Statistics System 


The most recent publication describing the Finan- 
cial Management Statistics System (Catalogue 68- 
506) was issued in September 1972; amendments were 
issued in April 1974. Public Finance Division com- 
menced a review of the System in 1979. This review 
has concentrated on strengthening the conceptual 
framework of the System, developments in govern- 
ment operations in the decade now ended together 
with changes in user requirements have necessitated 
some modifications to the revenue and expenditure 
classifications. 


While no changes have been made to individual 
revenue classifications, ‘“Taxes” have been re-aligned 
into five groups — “Income Taxes”, “Property and 
Related Taxes”, “(Consumption Taxes”, “Health and 
Social Insurance Levies”, and ‘“‘Miscellaneous”. This 
arrangement is more logical than that previously 
employed which appeared to give undue prominence 
to certain relatively minor categories. 


While the changes made to expenditure classifica- 
tions are more noticeable they should not affect the 
continuity of the series except in one relatively minor 
instance. 


The function “Social Welfare’ has been renamed 
“Social Services” and re-structured to provide greater 
clarity. It now comprises the sub-functions “Social 
Security”, “Labour Force Plans’, “Family Allow- 
ances’, “Veterans Benefits’, “Social Welfare”, “Tax 
Credits and Rebates”, and “Other Social Services”. 


Because it has become increasingly difficult to dis- 
tinguish between expenditures related to conser- 
vation and those aimed at development, the two 
functions, “Natural Resources” and “Agriculture, 
Trade and Industry, and Tourism”, have been com- 
bined into a single function, ““Resource Conservation 
and Industrial Development”. All the sub-functions 
of both former functions are allocated to the new 
function. 


The function “Supervision and Development of 
Regions” has been re-named more appropriately 
“Regional Planning and Development’. While the 
overall concept remains unchanged, four sub- 
functions - “Planning and Zoning”, “Community 
Development”’, “Regional Development” and ‘“‘Other” 
- are also now identified. 


The sub-function “Regulatory Services” has been 
re-defined and re-named “Regulatory Measures”’. 
Previously, all expenditures related to regulatory 
activities were assigned to this classification. Such 
assignment, however, is now recognized to conflict 
with one of the basic principles of the System under 
which an expenditure is classified in terms of the 
service thereby provided. As a consequence, where the 
purpose of a particular regulation or regulatory pro- 
gram is to protect or foster a particular activity or 


Révision du Systéme des statistiques de la 
gestion financiére 


La derniére publication décrivant le Systéme des statisti- 
ques de la gestion financiére (no 68-506 au catalogue) remon- 
te a septembre 1972, bien que des modifications aient été 
apportées en avril 1974. La Division des finances publiques a 
entrepris une révision du systéme en 1979. Cette révision vise 
surtout a donner plus de rigueur au cadre conceptuel du 
systéme; l’évolution des activités gouvernementales au cours 
de la derniére décennie, accompagnée des changements 
qu’ont connus les besoins des utilisateurs, a rendu nécessaire 
la modification de la structure des recettes et des dépenses. 


Aucune modification n’a été apportée aux rubriques por- 
tant sur les recettes, mais les “‘impéts” sont maintenant 
divisés en cing groupes: “impdéts sur le revenu’’, “impdts 
fonciers et impéts connexes”, “taxes 4 la consommation”, 
“cotisations aux régimes d’assurance-maladie et d’assurance 
sociale” et “imp6ts divers’. Cette structure est plus logique 
que la précédente ot certaines fonctions de moindre impor- 
tance semblaient occuper une place prépondérante. 


Bien que les modifications effectuées au chapitre des dé- 
penses soient plus nombreuses, la continuité des séries ne 
devrait pas étre menacée, sauf dans un cas d’assez peu 
d’importance. 


La fonction “bien-étre social” s’appelle maintenant “ser- 
vices sociaux‘ et est restructurée en vue d’une meilleure 
clarté. On y trouve les sous-fonctions “sécurité sociale”, 
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“régimes concernant la population active”, “allocations fami- 
liales’”’, “prestations aux anciens combattants’’, ‘‘bien-étre 
social”, “crédits et dégrévements d’imp6t” et “autres services 


de bien-étre social”. 


Comme il est de plus en plus difficile de distinguer les 
dépenses affectées 4 la conservation de celles destinées au 
développement, les fonctions “ressources naturelles” et “agri- 
culture, commerce et industrie, et tourisme” ont été groupées 
pour former la fonction “conservation des ressources naturel- 
les et développement de l’industrie”.

La fonction “surveillance et mise en valeur des régions” est 
maintenant appelée, de facon plus appropriée, “planification 
et aménagement des régions”.

Review of the 1981-82 Fiscal Year 


Revenue and Expenditures 


The gross general revenue of all provincial and 
territorial governments was 72.5 billion for the fiscal 
year ending March 31, 1982, a rise of 15.2% over the 
previous fiscal year. This increase was somewhat 
higher than the 11.8%, 13.6% and 13.5% recorded in 
1980-81, 1979-80 and 1978-79 respectively. At 73.5 
billion, gross general expenditures were up 17.6% 
from the previous year, a significantly larger increase 
than in 1980-81 (13.0%), 1978-79 (11.4%) and 1977- 
78 (11.8%). 


Among individual revenue sources, the growth rate 
of personal income tax revenue posted a substantial 
gain. At 22.9%, this year’s rise was much higher than 
the 15.3% and 6.0% reported in 1980-81 and 1979-80 
respectively. The increase was particularly steep in 
Ontario, 28.2% compared with 10.6% in 1980-81 and 
3.9% in 1979-80, primarily because the income tax 
rate was raised from 44% to 48% of basic federal tax 
on July 1, 1981. 


Health insurance and social security premiums 
were up 29.7% this year, a much sharper advance 
than in 1980-81 (7.9%) and 1979-80 (8.4%). Québec 
was responsible for much of this increase, as its 
premiums jumped 45.0% above the previous year’s 
levels. This was due to a change in the share of health 
insurance premiums paid by employers, which rose 
from 1.5% to 3.0% of payroll on April 1, 1981. 


Natural resource revenue dropped 8.3% from the 
previous year, after increases of 9.0% in 1980-81 and 
23.8% in 1979-80. This turnaround was chiefly attrib- 
utable to the mining and forestry sector, whose rev- 
enue plummeted 40.1% from the previous year. In 
particular, the decline was most severe in British 
Columbia, where forest industry revenue was down 
65.4% as a result of a sharp deterioration in the 
market and a major strike in the industry during the 
year. 


General purpose transfers from the federal govern- 
ment were up 26.5%, compared with 6.6% in 1980-81 
and 19.7% in 1979-80. 


With the exception of housing (down 4.7%), ex- 
penditures for all major functions posted increases.

Analyse de l’année financiére 1981-82 


Recettes et dépenses 


Les recettes générales brutes des administrations publi- 
ques provinciales et territoriales pour |’année financiére se 
terminant le 31 mars 1982 se chiffrent 4 72.5 milliards soit une 
augmentation de 15.2% par rapport a l’exercice antérieur.

En ce qui concerne les sources de recettes, la croissance des 
recettes provenant de |’impét sur le revenu des particuliers 
s’est accentuée considérablement.

Les recettes en provenance des ressources naturelles ont 
subi une diminution de 8.3% par rapport al’année antérieure 
aprés avoir connu des augmentations de 9.0% pour 1980-81 
et 23.8% pour 1979-80. Ce revirement a été causé principale- 
ment par le secteur des mines et foréts ot les revenus ont 
baissé de 40.1% par rapport a l’année antérieure. Plus préci- 
sément, le déclin s’est fait le plus sentir en Colombie- 
Britannique ot l’on a assisté a une baisse des recettes de 
65.4% dans le secteur des foréts, par rapport a l’année 
précédente. Cette diminution importante a été causée par 
une détérioration marquée du marché ainsi que par une gréve 
majeure dans ce secteur au cours de |’année. 


Les transferts a des fins générales en provenance de l’admi- 
nistration fédérale ont augmenté de 26.5% comparativement 
a 6.6% pour 1980-81 et 19.7% pour 1979-80. 


A Vexception de la fonction “logement” qui a fléchi de 


4.7%, toutes les autres fonctions importantes des dépenses 
ont marqué une progression. 
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Expenditures on health rose dramatically again this 
year, 18.9%, compared with 17.6% in 1980-81 and 
11.0% in 1979-80. The rate of increase ranged from 
12.3% in Quebec to 25.9% in Alberta, reflecting the 
spiralling cost of providing medical and hospital care. 
Education costs also continued to grow, this year by 
16.5%, compared with 13.9% in 1980-81 and 8.8% in 
1979-80. Transfers to own enterprises surged up 
39.0% in 1981-82, compared with 27.5% in 1980-81 
and 19.8% in 1979-80. Debt charges were up 22.5% 
over the previous year, a larger increase than the 
19.3% and 17.1% reported in 1980-81 and 1979-80 
respectively, but slightly lower than the 22.8% ad- 
vance observed in 1978-79. 


All provinces registered increases in revenue over 
1980-81. The rates of growth varied from 10.1% in 
Newfoundland to 18.6% in Quebec. Increases in ex- 
penditures ranged from 3.9% in Newfoundland to 
27.3% in Alberta. 


Text Table I illustrates revenue sources as percent- 
ages of gross general revenue of each government in 
1981-82. 


Text Table II depicts 1981-82 expenditure func- 
tions for each government as percentages of gross 
general expenditure for that year. 


Québec Pension Board 


The data in this report for the province of Québec 
includes the revenues and expenditures of the Québec 
Pension Board, established by the province in 1965. 
(See Text Table III). 


The only transactions, included at the provincial 
level (except Québec) as universal pension plans ex- 
penditures, are the contributions of provincial gov- 
ernments as employers to the Canada Pension Board. 
Being a federal agency, the revenues and expenditures 
are included in the federal government universe. 


Text Table IV shows the position of the province of 
Québec in the case where the Québec Pension Board 
would have been considered a sub-sector of the pro- 
vincial government universe instead of part of the 
universe. 


Inter-Provincial Comparability 


The “gross general’ concept of revenue and ex- 
penditure as applied in this publication provides a 
measure of inter-provincial comparability but only at 
the general government level. Because of the varying 
importance of provincial government enterprises in 
the activities of the provincial public sub-sector in the 
ten provinces and the two territories and, even more, 
because of the divergences in the allocation of respon- 
sibilities between provincial and local governments 
among the provinces, complete comparability can

Régie des rentes du Québec 


Les données de la province de Québec figurant dans la 
présente publication comprennent les recettes et des dépen- 
ses de la Régie des rentes du Québec, organisme créé par la 
province en 1965. (Voir le tableau explicatif III). 


Les seules transactions incluses au niveau provincial (sauf 
Québec) comme dépenses pour les régimes universals de 
rentes, sont les contributions des gouvernements provinciaux 
a titre d’employeur au Régime de pension du Canada. Etant 
un organisme fédéral, les recettes et les dépenses sont inclus 
dans l’univers gouvernemental fédéral. 


Le tableau explicatif IV présente la position de la province 
de Québec dans le cas ot la Régie des rentes du Québec serait 
considérée comme une sous-section de l’univers gouverne- 
mental provincial plut6t que partie intégrante de l’univers. 


Comparabilité interprovinciale 


Le concept des recettes et des dépenses “‘générales brutes” 
tel qu’il s’applique ici fournit une mesure de la comparabilité 
inter-provinciale, mais au niveau de l’univers gouvernemen- 
tal seulement.

provincial enterprise operations are integrated and 
provincial and local government transactions are con- 
solidated. This consolidation of the revenues and 
expenditures of the provincial and local government 
levels into a combined provincial-local statistical 
universe is presented in the Statistics Canada publi- 
cation Consolidated Government Finance (Catalogue 
68-202) in which the inter-level transactions are 
eliminated. 


Explanatory Comments 


Tables 1 and 2 Gross General Revenue and 
Expenditure 


These tables include the current and capital rev- 
enue and expenditure transactions of the provincial 
government universe. 


In order to achieve a measure of inter-provincial 
comparability, certain adjustments have been made 
to the figures shown in the provincial accounts. Rec- 
onciliations of “gross general” revenue and expendi- 
ture with provincial accounts are found in Tables 3 
and 4. The adjustments are explained more fully in 
the commentary to those tables. 


Text Table V indicates the detail of the “‘Miscella- 
neous taxes — other” item on Table 1. 


Tables 3 and 4 Reconciliation of Gross Gen- 
eral Revenue and Expenditure with Pro- 
vincial Accounts 


These tables are included to explain the difference 
between current and capital revenue and expenditure 
as presented in provincial and territorial accounts, 
and gross general revenue and expenditure as com- 
piled for the financial management series. 


The revenues and expenditures of the special funds 
are accounted for separately and are not included in 
provincial or territorial revenues and expenditures 
despite the fact that the agencies in question perform 
functions that are really of a governmental nature. 
For purposes of establishing gross general revenue 
and expenditure, the transactions of these funds are 
added to budgetary transactions. 


Because of variations in the extent to which provin- 
cial and territorial governments deduct amounts from 
revenue and expenditure in their financial state- 
ments, adjustments also are made in the series to 
reverse all of these deductions and to arrive at “gross” 
revenue and expenditure. 


The trading operations of liquor boards are treated 
in the financial management series as enterprises and 
only their remitted trading prodits are included in 
provincial or territorial revenues. In some provinces, 
however, liquor boards also carry out regulatory or

Dans un souci de comparabilité interprovinciale, on a 
apporté certains ajustements aux chiffres figurant dans les 
comptes provinciaux. Les rapprochements des recettes et des 
dépenses “générales brutes” des comptes provinciaux se 
trouvent aux tableaux 3 et 4. Les ajustements sont expliqués 
plus en détail dans les commentaires de ces tableaux. 


Le tableau explicatif V donne le détail du poste “Diverses 
impositions — autres” du tableau 1. 


Tableaux 3 et 4 Rapprochement des recettes et des 
dépenses générales brutes avec celles des comp- 
tes provinciaux 


On a inclus ces tableaux pour expliquer la différence entre 
les recettes et les dépenses ordinaires et de nature capitale 
tels qu’ils figurent dans les comptes des provinces et des 
territoires, et les recettes et dépenses générales brutes établis 
pour les séries de la gestion financiére. 


Les recettes et les dépenses des fonds spéciaux sont comp- 
tabilisés séparément et ne sont pas pris en compte dans les 
recettes et les dépenses des gouvernements provinciaux ou 
territoriaux en dépit du fait que les activités des organismes 
en question sont réellement de nature gouvernementale. Pour 
établir les recettes et les dépenses générales brutes, on ajoute 
les opérations de ces fonds aux opérations budgétaires. 


Les sommes que les gouvernements provinciaux et territo- 
riaux déduisent dans leurs états financiers des recettes et des 
dépenses pouvant varier, on apporte également des ajuste- 
ments aux séries pour annuler toutes ces déductions et 
obtenir les recettes et les dépenses “brutes”. 


Les activités commerciales des régies des alcools sont 
considérées dans les séries de la gestion financiére comme des 
entreprises publiques et seuls leurs profits d’exploitation 
remis figurent dans les recettes provinciales ou territoriaux. 
Cependant, dans certaines provinces, les régies des alcools 
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control functions and derive revenue from these activ- 
ities. This revenue, generally in the form of licences 
and permits, and the related expenditure are consid- 
ered to be general government revenue and expendi- 
ture. Therefore, they represent an adjustment to the 
revenue and expenditure presented in the provincial 
government financial statements. 


A uniform approach to the treatment of working 
capital funds in the financial management series 
results in adjustments to both revenue and expendi- 
ture. This compensates for the different presentation 
of such funds in the provincial and _ territorial 
accounts. 


An attempt is also made to apply a consistent 
approach to recoveries of expenditure and refunds of 
revenue. A number of items regarded by the provinces 
as revenue or expenditure are considered to represent 
recoveries of current and prior year expenditures or 
refunds of current year revenues. Consequently they 
are excluded from gross general revenue and 
expenditure. 


Non-revenue and surplus receipts and non- 
expenditure and surplus payments represent items 
which are not regarded as provincial government 
revenue and expenditure transactions in this series. 
They also include such items as repayments of loans 
and advances, revenues collected on behalf of other 
jurisdictions, purchases and sales of investments, 
loans and advances and other surplus account 
transactions. 


The deduction of intragovernment transactions 
represents the elimination of transactions among the 
component parts of the general government statistical 
universe for each province. Departmental expendi- 
tures included in the revenues of special funds and 
vice-versa, revenues of one special fund treated as 
expenditure in another special fund, and transfers of 
funds between departments would all result in the 
duplication of revenue and expenditure when these 
entities are combined to form the statistical universe 
for any particular province. It, therefore, becomes 
necessary to identify and eliminate these interfund or 
intra universe transactions. 


Table 5 Economic Classification of Gross 
General Revenue 


This table classified the gross general revenue of the 
financial management series by economic sources. 
The sources of government revenue for economic 
purposes are direct taxes on persons and business, 
indirect taxes, other current transfers from persons, 
transfers from other levels of government, investment 
income and other. 


Direct taxes. Direct taxes include personal and 
corporation income taxes, payroll tax, succession 
duties and the levies imposed on logging and mining 
profits. Employee contributions to non-trusteed pen-

Indirect taxes. Indirect taxes encompass sales 
taxes, motor fuel taxes, insurance premiums, capital 
and place of business taxes, amusement taxes and 
real and personal property taxes. Privileges, licences 
and permits purchased by business entities such as 
motor vehicles licences, natural resource exploration 
permits, etc., are also regarded as indirect taxes. 


Other Current Transfers from Persons. 
Transfers from persons consist of health insurance 
premiums, personal motor vehicle permits and li- 
cences, and other licences and permits such as 
fishing, hunting and marriage licences. Fines and 
penalties also fall into this economic category. 


Transfers from Other Levels of Government. 
This category includes both general and specific 
purpose transfers from federal and local govern- 
ments. The provincial share of federal estate tax, the 
tax on undistributed income and income tax on 
privately owned public utilities are classified as 
transfer payments at the provincial government 
level. 


Investment income. Interest, dividends and prof- 
its on foreign exchange, royalties and the remitted 
profits of government enterprises as well as liquor 
boards are included under this economic 
classification. 


Other revenue. For example, sales of goods and 
services sales of land and fixed assets and other 
revenue items are not regarded as adding to produc- 
tion in the economic sense. 


Table 6 Economic Classification of Gross 
General Expenditure 


The objects of expenditure used in the economic 
classification are purchases of goods and services and 
transfer payments to persons, business and other 
levels of government. 


Purchases of Goods and Services This classifi- 
cation includes all current expenditures of govern- 
ment on such salaries and wages, materials and 
supplies, travelling expenses, professional services, 
purchases of land, write-offs of bad debts and other 
final expenditures. For purposes of this publication, 
transfer payments to public hospitals are also treated 
as purchases of goods and services.

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Transfers to Persons. Transfers to persons con- 
sist of payments to individuals and non-profit insti- 
tutions for which no direct service is rendered by the 
recipients. Included in this latter group are universi- 
ties, other post-secondary educational facilities and 
private non-commercial organizations and associa- 
tions. For purposes of this publication, interest on 
the public debt is also treated as a transfer to 
persons. 


Transfers to Business. This category includes 
both subsidies for current operations and capital 
assistance payments made to business. Subsidies for 
current operations represent payments designed to 
make it possible for producers to stabilize or lower 
prices while capital assistance covers grants made to 
commercial enterprises to assist in the acquisition of 
new facilities or machinery and equipment. Home- 
owners’ subsidies paid by provincial governments in 
Saskatchewan, Alberta and British Columbia are also 
included in transfers to business. 


Transfers to Other Levels of Government. 
Transfers to other levels of government consist of 
grants to local governments. The term “local govern- 
ment” refers to municipalities, local school boards 
and other municipally organized bodies such as 
conservation authorities. 


Table 7 Historical Summary of Gross Gen-

This table presents actual data for four years, 
estimated data for a year on gross general revenue by 
source and gross general expenditure by function for 
each province and territory. Data are also presented 
at the Canada total. Actual data are obtained from the 
present publication while estimated amounts are to 
be found on Cansim (Canadian Socio-economic Infor- 
mation Management System) which is Statistics Can- 
ada’s computerized data bank and information re- 
trieval service.

Les subventions au titre des 
opérations ordinaires représentent des paiements destinés a 
permettre aux producteurs de stabiliser ou d’abaisser leurs 
prix, cependant que les subventions pour fins d’immobilisa- 
tion portent sur des transferts consentis aux entreprises 
commerciales pour les aider a acquérir de nouvelles installa- 
tions ou des machines et du matériel.

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1.0 INTRODUCTION 


This publication presents the revenues and expendi- 
tures of Canada’s provincial and territorial governments 
in the form of government financial management statis- 
tics. It is the companion volume to Provincial Govern- 
ment Enterprise finance, Catalogue no 61-204. Together, 
these publications provide financial data for the statistical 
universe of provincial and territorial governments. 


Provincial/territorial governments and the financial 
management system. 


This publication contains data for the provincial and 
territorial governments sector. 


The purpose of the system is to present data on the 
operations of these governments in an orderly, compara- 
ble form. All provinces and territories generally supply the 
same kind of goods and services, but the way in which 
they are delivered may vary somewhat; for example, a 
particular service may be provided by a special fund in 
one province and by a department in another. To over- 
come this lack of uniformity in the information supplied by 
the provinces and territories, all entities classified as 
general government are consolidated into a single statis- 
tical unit for each government. 


2.0 Statistics Canada’s System of Government 
Financial Management Statistics 


Statistics Canada’s System of Government Financial 
Management Statistics (FMS) contains standardized 
financial statistics for all agencies and levels of govern- 
ment in Canada. It has been developed over the past 50 
years by Statistics Canada in co-operation with repre- 
sentatives of all levels of government, the academic 
community and business. Through the years, as govern- 
ment activities and user requirements for government 
financial data have changed, the FMS has been continu- 
ally updated and improved. 


2.1 The Need for the FMS 


Governments and their agencies report their financial 
activities in a variety of forms, among them detailed 
annual reports, budgets and quarterly summaries. Since 
these reports reflect the structure and accounting meth- 
ods of the government or agency concerned, however,

2.0 Le systéme statistique de gestion des finances 
publiques de Statistique Canada

organismes gouvernmentaux au Canada. Il a eté mis au point au 
cours des cinquante derniéres années par Statistique Canada 
avec la collaboration des représentants de tous les ordres 
d’administration, du milieu universitaire et du monde des affaires.

the way in which governments produce their financial 
statistics is not uniform, except at the local level, where 
government agencies of the same type in the same 
province or territory are required to use standard reports 
and accounting systems. 


The FMS, which replaces the various government 
financial reports, is a standardized system describing the 
expenditures as services provided and the revenues 
raised to cover these expenditures as sources of funds. 
The FMS also indicates the effects that an imbalance 
between revenues and expenditures may have on the 
government’s financial assets and liabilities. 


There are a number of advantages in combining 
financial information from various sources in a single 
statistical system. First, the statistics produced through 
the FMS are uniform over long periods of time, which 
provides a fuller understanding of the changes in govern- 
ment financial operations. In addition, the FMS makes it 
easy to compare the financial statistics of various govern- 
ments at the same and different levels. 


2.2 Concepts Used in the FMS 


The FMS employs a number of concepts to standard- 
ize the financial data it receives from various sources. 


General government is a crucial concept in the FMS. 
It includes the federal and provincial governments and all 
agencies created by them, including territorial and munic- 
ipal governments, other legal entities with taxation pow- 
ers and all other entities established or acquired and still 
owned by one of these governments. 


For the purposes of the FMS, government is divided 
into two universes, general government and government 
enterprises, each of which consists of three levels, 
federal, provincial or territorial, and local. 


General government consists of all departments and 
establishments together with their special funds. The 
latter include councils, organizations, boards, commis- 
sions and similar agencies established or acquired and 
still owned by a government; they provide services 
(funding and so on) different from those delivered by 
other sectors of the economy. 


The government enterprise universe encompasses 
agencies established or acquired and still owned by a 
government; they are responsible for selling goods or 
services on the open market and the majority of their 
revenues are derived from these sales. 


Consolidation is another key concept in the FMS. In 
the general government universe, federal departments 
and establishments together with their special funds are 
consolidated and regarded as a single statistical unit. The 
same thing applies to the provinces and territories. At the 
local level, consolidation is more comprehensive. The 
Statistics for all local governments (municipalities, local 
school authorities, special-purpose boards and their

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special funds) are consolidated and regarded as a single 
statistical unit for each province and territory. The data 
for each provincial or territorial government are then 
combined with the data for their respective local govern- 
ments. This consolidation eliminates variations among 
provinces and territories due to the division of responsib- 
lilities with their respective local governments. These 
variations affect the comparability when statistics for a 
particular level are considered separately. Finally, all 
provincial, territorial and local statistics are consolidated 
with federal data to produce a single series of statistics 
for all governments in Canada. 


In the government enterprise universe, consolidation is 
less widely applied. In general, it is limited to a parent 
corporation and its subsidiaries. Statistics are produced 
for each level of government, with separate statistical 
series for the major divisions of the Standard Industrial 
Classification. 


2.3 Classification Framework Used in the FMS 


The FMS uses a standardized classification framework 
for revenues, expenditures, assets and liabilities. 


In the government enterprise universe, these terms 
are consistent with the classification and recommenda- 
tions of the Canadian Institute of Chartered Accountants 
for profit-making businesses. 


In the general government universe, revenues are 
classified by source: either those that it raises itself, or 
those that it receives from other governments in the form 
of transfers. 


Revenues that a government generates by virtue of its 
own powers are then classified by source: 


taxes (including health and social insurance levies); 


natural resources; 

privileges, licences and permits; 
sales; 

investments. 


Revenues from other governments in the form of 
transfers are classified by source and purpose (general 
or specific). All the main components of every major 
classification are defined. 


Expenditures are classified by function, either their 
purpose or the services to which they are allocated. 
There are 18 functions, most of which have a number of 
subfunctions. 


Assets and liabilities are classified in accordance with 
accepted accounting practices, but only financial assets 
and liabilities are listed since all expenditures, including 
the purchase of fixed assets, are current. 


The subclassifications of assets and liabilities illustrate 
the relationships between the various governments.

2.4 Accounting Practices 


In general, the FMS statistics for the general govern- 
ment universe conform to the modified cash basis of 
accounting, under which transactions are recorded at the 
time cash receipts or disbursements occur. At the end of 
the accounting period, however, major transactions that 
have been concluded (excluding cash receipts or dis- 
bursements) are recorded as accounts receivable or 
payable. In addition, all transactions are considered 
current. 


In the government enterprise universe, the FMS fol- 
lows generally accepted accounting practices for profit- 
making businesses established by the Canadian Institute 
of Chartered Accountants. 


For a more detailed description of these concepts and 
classifications, see The System of Government Financial 
Management Statistics, Statistics Canada, 1984, Cata- 
logue 68-507. 


The concept of financial managament as applied in this 
publication provides a measure of interprovincial compa- 
rability, but only at the general government level. 
Because of the varying importance of provincial govern- 
ment enterprises in the activities of the provincial public 
subsector in the ten provinces and the two territories, and 
to a greater extent because of the divergences in the 
allocation of responsibilities between provincial and local 
governments among the provinces, complete compara- 
bility can only be achieved when provincial government 
and provincial enterprise operations are integrated and 
provincial and local government transaction are consoli- 
dated. This consolidation of the revenues and expendi- 
tures of the provincial and local government levels into a 
provincial-local statistical universe is described in Con- 
solidated Government Finance (Statistics Canada, Cata- 
logue no 68-202), in which the inter-level transactions 
are eliminated. 


3.0 Purpose of Consolidation 


Financial publications, which are issued by the Public 
Institutions Division of Statistics Canada, describe in 
detail revenue, expenditure, assets and liabilities, on a 
gross basis for each level of government. Included in the 
data are the numerous intergovernmental transactions 
that occur in both the revenue and expenditures of 
governments. To avoid multiple accounting for a given 
transaction when combining government finances of 
different levels and thus avoiding the inflation of the totals 
that would result, the consolidation exercise is utilized. 
This data, in which the intergovernmental transactions 
are eliminated, provides a fair measure of government 
financial involvement in the social and economic life of 
the country. In consolidation, government is considered 
as a single entity embracing federal, provincial and local 
government. Therefore, total expenditure functions and 
total revenue sources are indicated but not the contri- 
bution of a particular level of government. 


2.4 Methodes comptables

4.0 Historical Data 


A historical summary of gross general revenue and 
expenditure is also available on CANSIM (Canadian 
Socio-economic Information Management System) for 
the fiscal year ended March 31, 1975 through the fiscal 
year ended March 31, 1985. The data for 1984 and 1985 
are based on provincial budget speeches and estimates. 
The Public Institutions Division makes estimates for the 
special funds for which it has no information. In addition, 
series for which more recent figures have been received 
have been updated. Beginning in September 1985, these 
updates based on new information will be made quar- 
terly.

Use 


This publication is used primarily by provincial finance 
ministries, the federal Department of Finance, Health and 
Welfare Canada, private consultants, banks, companies, 
brokerage firms and credit rating firms. It is also used in 
international statistics. 


The federal-Provincial Fiscal Arrangements Act, 1977 
states that the sources of revenue classified and defined 
by Statistics Canada for this publication are to be used in 
the final calculation of equalization payments. 


Several provincial governments also use it to assess 
the per capita cost of some of their activities (such as 
education and health) in relation to other provinces.

4.0 Données chronologiques 


Un sommaire chronologique des recettes et depenses généra- 
les brutes est aussi disponible sur CANSIM (Systeme Canadien 
d’information socio-e€conomique) a partir de |l’année fiscale 
terminée le 31 mars 1975 jusqu’a |l’année fiscale terminée le 31 
mars 1985 inclusivement. Il est a noter que les données pour les 
années 1984 et 1985 sont basées sur les discours sur le budget 
et les estimations des Provinces. La Division des Institutions 
Publiques effectue des estimations pour les fonds spéciaux dont 
elle ne posséde pas d’information. Des mises a jour ont ete 
également apportées aux séries pour lesquelles des chiffres plus 
recent nous sont parvenus. Il est a noter que ces mises a jour 
seront effectuées trimestriellement a la lueur de nouveaux 
renseignements a partir de septembre 1985.

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The National Accounts Statistical System 


A second national standardized system for the produc- 
tion of financial statistics of Canadian governments is 
contained in the framework of the Canadian System of 
National Accounts. While the financial management 
system depicts the expenditures made by government to 
discharge its functions, the relative importance of the 
different types of revenue raised to defray these expendi- 
tures, the means used to finance the deficit between 
revenue and expenditure or to dispose of any surplus of 
revenue over expenditure and the resulting financial 
situation of government; the economic analysis system is 
concerned with the economic effects of government 
activity. Although there are significant differences 
between the two systems in concepts and, particularly, in 
classifications, it is possible, as is shown in this publica- 
tion, to cross-classify government financial data in eco- 
nomic terms. But, just as the resulting financial manage- 
ment statistics differ significantly from the estimates or 
public accounts from which they are derived, so the 
economic analysis statistics differ from the national 
income and expenditure accounts. 


5.0 Coverage, Sources and Methods 


The present publication covers the general govern- 
ment universe of each province and territory on an 
all-inclusive basis except for certain institutions for which 
complete financial reports are unavailable. These institu- 
tions are incorporated only to the extent of their financial 
transactions with their present governments; certain very 
minor revenues which these institutions obtain from 
other sources are omitted from the publication as are 
detailed analyses of their expenditures. 


The financial statistics in this publication are derived 
from information contained in the public accounts of the 
governments and from the audited financial statements 
of their agencies. Additional detail is obtained in a few 
instances from correspondence with provincial and terri- 
torial authorities. The co-operation of provincial and 
territorial government Officials is gratefully 
acknowledged. 


All entities classified as general government are con- 
solidated into a single statistical unit for each grouping. 
Revenues of each unit are classified by source and 
expenditures by function or purpose, while assets and 
liabilities are consistent with classifications. 


Some explanatory notes concerning the tables are 
given below. 
6.0 Caveats 
Quebec Pension Board 

The data for the province of Quebec in this report 
include the revenues and expenditures of the Quebec 


Pension Board, established by the province in 1965. (See 
Text Table Ill.) 


Systéme statistique des comptes nationaux 


Le systeme canadien de la comptabilite nationale est un 
deuxiéme systéme national normalisé pour la statistique finan- 
ciere des gouvernements canadiens. Alors que le systeme de la 
gestion financiére presente les déepenses effectuées par les 
gouvernements pour s’acquitter de leurs fonctions, |’importance 
relative des différentes sources de recettes pergues pour assu- 
mer ces dépenses, les moyens utilisés pour financer le manque 
de recettes par rapport aux dépenses ou pour disposer |’exceé- 
dent des recettes sur les dépenses et la situation financiére finale 
des gouvements; le systeme d’analyse Economique s’intéresse, 
pour sa part, aux incidences Economiques de leurs activites. En 
dépit de differences conceptuelles sensibles entre les deux 
systémes, principalement dans les classifications, il est possible, 
comme le démontre cette publication, de recouper les données 
financiéres en termes @€conomiques. Mais, tout comme les 
statistiques sur la gestion financiére different considérablement 
des budgets ou des comptes publics dont elles sont dérivées, les 
resultats de l’analyse Economique sont differents de ceux des 
comptes nationaux des recettes et dépenses. 


5.0 Champ d’observation, sources et methodes 


La présente publication englobe toutes les activites gouverne- 
mentales de chaque province ou territoire, sauf certaines institu- 
tions pour lesquelles il n’existe pas de rapports financiers 
complets. Nous n’avons tenu compte de ces institutions que 
pour leurs transactions financiéres avec le gouvernement dont 
elles relevent; cette publication ne prend pas en compte certai- 
nes recettes tres faibles provenant d’autres sources et n’analyse 
pas leurs depenses en detail. 


Les statistiques financiéres de cette publication sont tirees de 
renseignements contenus dans les comptes publics des gouver- 
nements et dans les états financiers verifies des organismes qui 
en dépendent. Dans quelques cas, des détails supplémentaires 
ont été obtenus directement des autorités provinciales ou territo- 
riales. Nous remercions les fonctionnaires des provinces et 
territoires de la collaboration qu’ils nous ont accordée. 


Toutes les entites classées dans |’univers gouvernemental 
sont groupées en un seule unite statistique pour chaque groupe- 
ment. Les recettes de chaque unité sont classees par source et 
les depenses par fonction ou but, tandis que les elements d’actif 
et de passif suivent les classifications. 


Voici maintenant quelques commentaires explicatifs au sujet 
des tableaux: 
6.0 Mise en garde 
Regie des rentes du Québec 

Les données de la province de Québec figurant dans la 
présente publication comprennent les recettes et des dépenses 


de la Régie des rentes du Québec, organisme créé par la 
province en 1965. (Voir le tableau explicatif Ill). 
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The only transactions included at the provincial level 
(except for Quebec) as universal pension plan expendi- 
tures are the contributions of provincial governments as 
employers to the Canada Pension Plan. Since the latter 
is a federal agency, its revenues and expenditures are 
included in the federal government universe. 


Text Table IV shows what Quebec’s position would be 
if the Quebec Pension Board were considered a subsec- 
tor of the provincial government universe rather than an 
integral part of that universe. 


Government and Public Employees Retirement Plan 
(GPERP) 


In June 1985, a change will be made in the data for 
Quebec for the fiscal year ended March 31, 1974 through 
the fiscal year ending March 31, 1986. In the past and in 
this report, the GPERP was and is treated as a trusteed 
plan, and as a result, only the provincial government’s 
contribution as an employer is regarded as a current 
expenditure. However, the Public Institutions Division’s 
Concepts and Classifications Committee reviewed the 
GPERP'’s status and after thorough analysis decided to 
change it from a trusteed to a non-trusteed plan. 


Consequently, Statistics Canada will combine all the 
GPERP’s financial transactions with those of the provin- 
cial government. Financially, this will have a significant 
impact. For example, for the fiscal year ended March 31, 
1983, provincial government revenues will increase by 
$586 million ($327 million in employee contributions plus 
$259 million in interest income from the Caisse de depot 
et placement du Québec) and expenditures will decline 
by $549 million ($613 million in employer contributions 
minus $64 million in benefits paid out to plan members). 
From the perspective of the Financial Management 
System, this change will reduce Quebec’s deficit for 
1982-83 by $1,135 million. 


The relevant CANSIM series will be updated accord- 
ingly as of June 30, 1985. A note to this effect will be 
published in the Statistics Canada ‘‘Daily’’ when the 
estimates for the fiscal year ending March 31, 1986 are 
released. 


7.0 Review of 1982-83 Fiscal Year 
Revenue and Expenditure 


The gross general revenue of all provincial and territo- 
rial governments was $78.7 billion for the fiscal year 
ending March 31, 1983, an increase of 8.6% over the 
previous fiscal year. This increase was lower than the 
15.2%, 11.8% and 13.6% recorded in 1981-82, 1980-81 
and 1979-80 respectively. At $85.4 billion, gross general 
expenditures were up 16.2% from the previous year. This 
increase and the 1981-82 increase are larger than those 
shown in 1980-81 (13.0%), 1978-79 (11.4%) and 
1977-78 (11.8%).

Le tableau explicatif IV presente la position de la province de 
Québec dans le cas ou la Regie des rentes du Québec serait 
considérée comme une sous-section de |’univers gouvernemen- 
tal provincial plut6t que partie integrante de |’univers. 


Régime de retraite des employes du gouvernement et des 
organismes publics (RREGOP). 


Au mois de juin 1985 un changement sera apporté aux 
données de la province de Québec a partir de |’année fiscale 
terminée le 31 mars 1974 jusqu’a I’année fiscale terminée le 31 
mars 1986. En effet dans le passé ainsi que pour la présente 
publication, le RREGOP était/est traite comme un régime en 
fiducie, par conséquent seule la contribution de I’employeur était 
considérée comme dépense courante de |I’administration provin- 
ciale. Une révision a donc été effectué par le ‘‘Comité des 
Concepts et Classification Standard’’ de la division des Institu- 
tions Publiques. Aprés analyse en profondeur du statut de 
RREGOP, le comité a donc résolu de changer ce dernier d’un 
régime fiduciaire a un régime non-fiduciaire. 


Par conséquent, Statistique canada intégrera toutes les opéra- 
tions financiéres de RREGOP a celles de |’administration publi- 
que provinciale. Sur le plan financier cela aura un impact 
considérable; par exemple pour |’année financiére se terminant 
le 31 mars 1983, les revenus du gouvernement provincial 
augmenteront de $586 millions (soit la contribution des employes 
$327 millions plus les revenus d’intéréts $259 millions provenant 
de la caisse de depét et placement du Québec) et les depenses 
du gouvernement diminueront de $549 millions (soit la contribu- 
tion de l’employeur au montant de $613 millions moins les 
prestations aux participants au montant de $64 millions). Ce 
changement aura donc pour effet de diminuer le deficit de la 
Province de Québec pour 1982/83, au point de vue du Systeme 
de la Gestion Financiére, de $1,135 millions. 


Ce changement en question sera donc apporté aux séries 
CANSIM a compter du 30 juin 1985. Une note a cet effet 
apparaitra dans le ‘‘Quotidien’’ de Statistique Canada lorsque les 
estimations pour l’année fiscale se terminant le 31 mars 1986 
seront relachées. 


7.0 Analyse de l'année financiére 1982-83 
Recettes et depenses 


Les recettes générales brutes des administrations publiques 
provinciales et territoriales pour l’année financiére se terminant 
le 31 mars 1983 se chiffrent a 78.7 milliards soit une augmenta- 
tion de 8.6% par rapport a l’exercice antérieur. Cette augmena- 
tion est moins élevée par rapport aux années 1981-82 (15.2%), 
1980-81 (11.8%) et 1979-80 (13.6%). Les dépenses générales 
brutes se chiffrent a 85.4 milliards soit une hausse de 16.2% par 
rapport a l’exercice antérieur. Cette augmentation et celle de 
1981-82 (17.6%) représentent une croissance marquée par 
rapport aux annees 1980-81 (13.0%), 1978-79 (11.4%) et 
1977-78 (11.8%). 
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Among individual revenue sources, the revenue from 
corporation income tax represents a substantial decline 
for the first time since the fiscal year ended March 31, 
1978. At 36.1%, this year’s decrease is most significant 
when compared to the increases of 22.9%, 15.3% and 
6.0% reported in 1981-82, 1980-81 and 1979-80 respec- 
tively. The decrease was particularly noticeable in British 
Columbia, a decrease of 66.8% compared with increases 
in previous years: 1981-82 (24.1%) and 1980-81 
(10.6%). The general decrease reported by all the prov- 
inces has been caused by the 1981-82 recession. The 
province of British Columbia has been most severely 
affected by that recession. 


Motive fuel tax revenues were up 16.0% this year, 
somewhat lower than the 1981-82 advance of 39.2%, 
but higher than in 1980-81 (4.5%) and in 1979-80 
(7.7%). Québec was responsible for much of this in- 
crease in 1981-82, as its revenues from that source 
jumped 65.0% above the previous year’s level. In 
1982-83 the province of Québec has still contributed to 
a large share of the increase of revenues from that 
source by reporting a 40.4% increase over the previous 
year. The increase in revenues of the 1981-82 and 
1982-83 fiscal years results from the motive fuel tax rate 
that went from 20% to 40% on the selling price, effective 
November 1981. The increase of the ad valorem tax has 
been in effect for the first full year in 1982-83. Since the 
gasoline ad volorem tax went up, the Québec revenues 
generated from that source went from $512.7 million in 
1980-81 to $1,188.2 million in 1982-83, a growth of 
131.8%. 


General purpose transfers from the federal govern- 
ment were up 20.4% compared with 26.5% in 1981-82, 
6.6% in 1980-81 and 19.7% in 1979-80. 


All major expenditure functions reported increases. 
Expenditures in health rose dramatically again this year; 
16.2% compared with 18.9% in 1981-82, 17.6% in 
1980-81 and 11.0% in 1979-80. The rate of increase 
ranged from 9.4% in Québec to 29.8% in Alberta, reflect- 
ing the spiralling cost of providing medical and hospital 
care. The two territories also reported increases of over 
50% for the same period. In addition education costs 
continued to grow this year by 9.5% compared with 
16.5% in 1981-82 and 13.9% in 1980-81. Debt charges 
were up 30.5% over the previous year, a larger increase 
than the 22.5%, 19.38% and 17.1% reported in 1981-82, 
1980-81 and 1979-80 respectively. 


For the fiscal year ended March 31, 1983 all provinces 
registered increases in revenue over the 1981-82 period, 
with the exception of British Columbia who reported a 
decline of 1.4% in its total revenues. The rates of growth 
varied from 5.3% in Saskatchewan to 15.2% in the 
Northwest Territories. Increases in expenditures ranged 
from 5.1% in Nova Scotia to 39.5% in Alberta. 


En ce qui concerne les sources de recettes, la diminution des 
recettes provenant de |’impdt sur le revenu des corporations se 
manifeste pour la premiere fois depuis l’année fiscale termineée le 
31 mars 1978. La diminution de 36.1% de cette année est 
considérable lorsque comparée a la hausse de 22.9% rapportee 
pour 1981-82, 15.3% pour 1980-81 et celle de 6.0% pour 
1979-80. Cette diminution a ete particulierement marquée en 
Colombie-Britannique ou !’on note une diminution de 66.8% par 
rapport a l’année précédente. En 1981-82 on avait note une 
augmentation de 24.1% comparativement a une augmentation 
de 10.6% pour 1980-81. Cette diminution générale remarquée 
dans toutes les provinces a été principalement causée par la 
recession de 1981-82. La Colombie-Britannique a eté plus 
séverement frappeée par cette recession. 


L’augmentation des recettes provenant de la taxe sur les 
carburants a éte de 16.0% pour cette année. Cette augmentation 
est inferieure par rapport a celle de 1981-82 (39.2%) mais 
supérieure aux années 1980-81 (4.5%) et 1979-80 (7.7%). La 
province de Québec avait contribué largement a cette hausse en 
1981-82 en arborant une croissance de 65.0% par rapport a 
l'année anteérieure. En 1982-83 la province de Quebec a encore 
contribué de fagon importante a cette hausse en affichant une 
croissance de 40.4%. Ces deux augmentations consécutives 
sont dues a la hausse de la taxe sur les carburants de 20% a 
40% decretée en Novembre 1981. L’Année fiscale 1982-83 
represente la premiere année ou cette taxe ascenseur a été en 
vigueur pendant toute la période. Depuis |’augmentation de cette 
taxe les revenus de la province de Québec a ce chapitre sont 
passés de 512.7 millions en 1980-81 a 1,188 millions en 1982-83 
soit une croissance de 131.8%. 


Les transferts a des fins générales en provenance de |’admi- 
nistration fedérale ont augmenté de 20.4% comparativement a 
26.5% pour 1981-82, 6.6% pour 1980-81 et 19.7% pour 
1979-80. 


Toutes les fonctions importantes des dépenses ont marque 
une progression. On remarque donc une forte augmentation des 
dépenses de 16.2% sous la fonction ‘‘santé’’ en 1982-83 
comparativement a une hausse de 18.9% en 1981-82, de 17.6% 
en 1980-81 et de 11.0% en 1979-80. Les variations par rapport 
a l'année précédente vont de 9.4% pour le Québec a 29.8% pour 
l’Alberta, ce qui reflete bien l’augmentation continue des soins 
médicaux et hospitaliers. Les deux territoires ont par ailleurs 
rapporté des augmentations d’au dela de 50% a ce chapitre. Le 
taux de croissance des couts de |’@ducation a diminué de fagon 
remarquable. En effet, ces cots ont enregistre une hausse de 
9.5% en comparaison avec des augmentations de 16.5% en 
1981-82 et de 13.9% en 1980-81. Le service de la dette a 
progresse de 30.5% par rapport a l’exercice préceédent. Cette 
hausse est remarquable par rapport a l’'année 1981-82 22.5%, 
1980-81 19.3% et 1979-80 17.1%. 


Pour |l’année fiscale terminée le 31 mars 1983, toutes les 
provinces ont enregistre une hausse relative de leurs recettes 
par rapport a 1981-82 sauf pour la Colombie-Britannique qui a 
subi une baisse de 1.4%. Les accroissements varient de 5.3% 
pour la Saskatchewan a 15.2% pour les Territoires du Nord- 
Ouest. Quant aux depenses, les augmentations varient entre 
5.1% pour la Nouvelle-Ecosse et 39.5% pour |’Alberta. 
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Explanatory Comments 


Tables 1 and 2 Gross General Revenue and 
Expenditure 


These tables include the current and capital revenue 
and expenditure transactions of the provincial govern- 
ment universe. 


In order to achieve a measure of inter-provincial 
comparability, certain adjustments have been made to 
the figures shown in the provincial accounts. Reconcilia- 
tions of ‘‘gross general’ revenue and expenditure with 
provincial accounts are found in Tables 3 and 4. The 
adjustments are explained more fully in the commentary 
to those tables. 


Text Table V indicates the detail of the ‘‘Miscellaneous 
taxes - other’ item on Table 1. 


Tables 3 and 4 Reconciliation of gross General Rev- 
enue and Expenditure with Provincial Accounts 


These tables are included to explain the difference 
between current and capital revenue and expenditure as 
presented in provincial and territorial accounts, and gross 
general revenue and expenditure as compiled for the 
financial management series. 


The revenues and expenditures of the special funds 
are accounted for separately and are not included in 
provincial or territorial revenues and expenditures de- 
spite the fact that the agencies in question perform 
functions that are really of a governmental nature. For 
purposes of establishing gross general revenue and 
expenditure, the transactions of these funds are added to 
budgetary transactions. 


Because of variations in the extent to which provincial 
and territorial governments deduct amounts from rev- 
enue and expenditure in their financial statements, ad- 
justments also are made in the series to reverse all of 
these deductions and to arrive at ‘‘gross’’ revenue and 
expenditure. 


The trading operations of liquor boards are treated in 
the financial management series as enterprises and only 
their remitted trading profits are included in provincial or 
territorial revenues. In some provinces, however, liquor 
boards also carry out regulatory or control functions and 
derive revenue from these activities. This revenue, gen- 
erally in the form of licences and permits, and the related 
expenditure are considered to be general government 
revenue and expenditure. Therefore, they represent an 
adjustment to the revenue and expenditure presented in 
the provincial government financial statements. 


A uniform approach to the treatment of working capital 
funds in the financial management series results in 
adjustments to both revenue and expenditure. This 
compensates for the different presentation of such funds 
in the provincial and territorial accounts. 


Commentaires explicatifs 


Tableaux 1 et 2 Recettes et dépenses générales brutes 


Ces tableaux comprennent les recettes et les dépenses 
ordinaires et de nature capitale de l’univers des gouvernements 
provinciaux. 


Dans un souci de comparabilité interprovinciale, on a apporte 
certains ajustements aux chiffres figurant dans les comptes 
provinciaux. Les rapprochements des recettes et des dépenses 
“générales brutes’’ des comptes provinciaux se trouvent aux 
tableaux 3 et 4. Les ajustements sont expliqués plus en detail 
dans lés commentaires de ces tableaux. 


Le tableau explicatif V donne le détail du poste ‘‘Diverses 
impositions - autres’’ du tableau 1. 


Tableaux 3 et 4 Rapprochement des recettes et des dépen- 
ses generales brutes avec celles des comptes 
provinciaux 


On a inclus ces tableaux pour expliquer la difference entre les 
recettes et les dépenses ordinaires et de nature capitale telles 
qu’elles figurent dans les comptes des provinces et des territoi- 
res, et les recettes et depenses générales brutes établies pour 
les séries de la gestion financiére. 


Les recettes et les depenses des fonds spéciaux sont compta- 
bilisees separément et ne sont pas prises en compte dans les 
recettes et les dépenses des gouvernements provinciaux ou 
territoriaux en dépit du fait que les activites des organismes en 
question sont réellement de nature gouvernementale. Pour 
établir les recettes et les depenses générales brutes, on ajoute 
les operations de ces fonds aux opérations budgétaires. 


Les sommes que les gouvernements provinciaux et territo- 
riaux déduisent dans leurs états financiers des recettes et des 
dépenses pouvant varier, on apporte également des ajustements 
aux séries pour annuler toutes ces déductions et obtenir les 
recettes et les dépenses ‘“‘brutes’’. 


Les activites commerciales des régies des alcools sont consi- 
dérées dans les séries de la gestion financiére comme des 
entreprises publiques et seuls leurs profits d’exploitation remis 
figurent dans les recettes provinciales ou territoriales. Cepen- 
dant, dans certaines provinces, les régies des alcools ont 
également des fonctions reglementaires ou de contréle d’ou elles 
tirent des recettes. Ces derniéres, genéralement sous la forme 
de droits et de permis, ainsi que les depenses correspondantes, 
sont considérées comme des recettes et des dépenses de 
univers gouvernemental et constituent donc un ajustement aux 
recettes et aux depenses figurant dans les états financiers des 
gouvernements provinciaux. 


Un approche uniforme dans le cas des fonds de roulement 
dans les séries de la gestion financiére a donné lieu a des 
ajustements aux recettes et aux dépenses pour compenser la 
difference de presentation de ces fonds dans les comptes 
provinciaux et territoriaux. 
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An attempt is also made to apply a consistent ap- 
proach to recoveries of expenditure and refunds of 
revenue. A number of items regarded by the provinces as 
revenue or expenditure are considered to represent 
recoveries of current and prior year expenditures or 
refunds of current year revenues. Consequently they are 
excluded from gross general revenue and expenditure. 


Non-revenue and surplus receipts and _ non- 
expenditure and surplus payments represent items which 
are not regarded as provincial government revenue and 
expenditure transactions in this series. They also include 
such items as repayments of loans and advances, rev- 
enues collected on behalf of other jurisdictions, pur- 
chases and sales of investments, loans and advances 
and other surplus account transactions. 


The deduction of intragovernment transactions repre- 
sents the elimination of transactions among the compo- 
nent parts of the general government statistical universe 
for each province. Departmental expenditures included in 
the revenues of special funds and vice-versa, revenues 
of one special fund treated as expenditure in another 
special fund, and transfers of funds between departments 
would all result in the duplication of revenue and expendi- 
ture when these entities are combined to form the 
statistical universe for any particular province. It, there- 
fore, becomes necessary to identify and eliminate these 
interfund or intra universe transactions. 


Table 5 Economic Classification of Gross General 
Revenue 


This table classified the gross general revenue of the 
financial management series by economic sources. The 
sources of government revenue for economic purposes 
are direct taxes on persons and business, indirect taxes, 
other current transfers from persons, transfers from other 
levels of government, investment income and other. 


Direct taxes. Direct taxes include personal and corpora- 
tion income taxes, payroll tax, succession duties and the 
levies imposed on logging and mining profits. Employee 
contributions to non-trusteed pension plans, contri- 
butions to the Quebec Pension Board and Workmen’s 
Compensation Board assessments are also considered 
as direct taxes - persons. 


Indirect taxes. Indirect taxes encompass sales taxes, 
motor fuel taxes, insurance premiums, capital and place 
of business taxes, amusement taxes and real and per- 
sonal property taxes. Privileges, licences and permits 
purchased by business entities such as motor vehicles 
licences, natural resource exploration permits, etc., are 
also regarded as indirect taxes.

recettes et des depenses des gouvernements provinciaux dans 
cette série; elles comprennent notamment les remboursements 
d’emprunts et d’avances, les recettes recueillies pour le compte 
d’autres autorites, les achats et les ventes de placements, les 
préts et avances et les autres opérations au titre du compte de 
l’exceédent. 


La deduction des transactions entre les composantes du 
gouvernement consiste a éliminer les operations entre les 
elements constitutifs de l’univers statistique gouvernemental de 
chaque province. Les depenses d’un ministéere comprises dans 
les recettes d’un fonds spécial et inversement, les recettes d’un 
fonds spécial considérées comme dépenses dans un autre fonds 
special, les transferts de fonds entre les ministeres; tous ces 
elements améneraient un double comptage des recettes et des 
depenses lorsque |’on regroupe ces entites pour former |’univers 
statistique d’une province donnee. Il devient donc nécessaire 
d’isoler et d’éliminer ces operations entre fonds ou a !’intérieur 
de l’univers.

Impots directs. Les impdts directs comprennent les impdts sur 
le revenu des particuliers et des corporations, l’impdt sur la 
feuille de paie, les droits successoraux et les droits imposés sur 
les bénéfices forestiers et miniers. Les cotisations des employes 
aux regimes de pension gérés par le gouvernement, les cotisa- 
tions au Regime de rentes du Québec et les versements a la 
Caisse d’indemnisation des accidents du travail sont également 
considérés comme des impots directs. 


Impots indirects. Les impdts indirects comprennent les taxes de 
vente, les taxes sur les carburants, les taxes sur le revenu de 
primes des compagnies d’assurance, les taxes sur le capital et 
les taxes d’affaires, les taxes sur les spectacles ainsi que les 
impots sur la propriété fonciére et personnelle. Les priviléges, 
droits et permis achetés par les entites commerciales, tels que 
les permis pour véhicules automobiles, les permis portant sur 
exploitation des ressources naturelles, etc., sont egalement 
considerés comme des impéots indirects. 
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Other Current transfers from Persons. Transfers from 
persons consist of health insurance premiums, personal 
motor vehicle permits and licences, and other licences 
and permits such as fishing, hunting and marriage li- 
cences. Fines and penalties also fall into this economic 
category. 


Transfers from Other Levels of Government. This 
category includes both general and specific purpose 
transfers from federal and local governments. The pro- 
vincial share of federal estate tax, the tax on undistrib- 
uted income and income tax on privately owned public 
utilities are classified as transfer payments at the provin- 
cial government level. 


Investment income. Interest, dividends and profits on 
foreign exchange, royalties and the remitted profits of 
government enterprises as well as liquor boards are 
included under this economic classification. 


Other revenue. For example, sales of goods and ser- 
vices, sales of land and fixed assets and other revenue 
items are not regarded as adding to production in the 
economic sense. 


Table 6 Economic Classification of Gross General 
Expenditure 


The objects of expenditure used in the economic 
Classification are purchases of goods and services and 
transfer payments to persons,business and other levels 
of government. 


Purchases of Goods and services. This classification 
includes all current expenditures of government on such 
items as salaries and wages, materials, and supplies, 
travelling expenses, professional services, purchases of 
land, write-offs of bad debts and other final expenditures. 
For purposes of this publication, transfer payments to 
public hospitals are also treated as purchases of goods 
and services. 


Transfers to Persons. Transfers to persons consist of 
payments to individuals and non-profit institutions for 
which no direct service is rendered by the recipients. 
Included in this latter group are universities, other post- 
secondary educational facilities and private non- 
commercial organizations and associations. For pur- 
poses of this publication, interest on the public debt is 
also treated as a transfer to persons. 


Transfers to Business. This category includes both 
subsidies for current operations and capital assistance 
payments made to business. Subsidies for current opera- 
tions represent payments designed to make it possible 
for producers to stabilize or lower prices while capital 
assistance covers grants made to commercial enter- 
prises to assist in the acquisition of new facilities or 
machinery and equipment. Home-owners’ subsidies paid 
by provincial governments in Saskatchewan, Alberta and 
British Columbia are also included in transfers to 
business.

Transferts d’autres niveaux d’administration publique. Cette 
catégorie comprend les transferts a des fins générales et a des 
fins spécifiques du gouvernement federal et des administrations 
locales. La part provinciale de |’impdot federal sur les biens 
transmis par décés, l’impét sur le revenu non distribué des 
societées et l’impét sur le revenu des services prives d’utilité 
publique sont classes comme des transferts au niveau du 
gouvernement provincial. 


Les intéréts, dividendes et le profit sur 
le change étranger, les redevances et les benéfices déclarés des 
entreprises publiques ainsi que les régies des alcools figurent 
sous cette rubrique. 


Autres recettes. Par exemple, les ventes de biens et de services 
les ventes de terrains et d’immobilisations ainsi que d’autres 
elements de revenu dont on ne considére pas, au sens economi- 
que, qu’ils contribuent a la production.

Dans la présente publication, !’intérét sur la dette 
publique est egalement consideré comme un transfert a des 
particuliers. 


Transferts aux entreprises. Sous cette rubrique entrent les 
subventions au titre des opérations ordinaires et les paiements 
sous forme de subventions pour fins d’immobilisation versés aux 
entreprises. Les subventions au titre des opérations ordinaires 
repréesentent des paiements destinés a permettre aux produc- 
teurs de stabiliser ou d’abaisser leurs prix, cependant que les 
subventions pour fins d’immobilisation portent sur des transferts 
consentis aux entreprises commerciales pour les aider a acquerir 
de nouvelles installations ou des machines et du materiel. Les 
subventions aux propriétaires de maisons payées par les gouver- 
nements de la Saskatchewan, de |’Alberta et de la Colombie- 
Britannique font également partie des transferts aux 
entreprises. 
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Transfers to Other Levels of Government. Transfers 
to other levels of government consist of grants to local 
governments. The term ‘‘local government’ refers to 
municipalities, local school boards and other municipally 
organized bodies such as conservation authorities.

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1.0 INTRODUCTION 


This publication presents the revenues and expendi- 
tures of Canada’s provincial and territorial governments 
in the form of government financial management statis- 
tics. It is the companion volume to Provincial Govern- 
ment Enterprise finance, Catalogue no 61-204. Together, 
these publications provide financial data for the statistical 
universe of provincial and territorial governments. 


Provincial/territorial governments and the financial 
management system. 


This publication contains data for the provincial and 
territorial governments sector. 


The purpose of the system is to present data on the 
operations of these governments in an orderly, compara- 
ble form. All provinces and territories generally supply the 
same kind of goods and services, but the way in which 
they are delivered may vary somewhat; for example, a 
particular service may be provided by a special fund in 
one province and by a department in another. To over- 
come this lack of uniformity in the information supplied by 
the provinces and territories, all entities classified as 
general government are consolidated into a single statis- 
tical unit for each government. 


2.0 Statistics Canada’s System of Government 
Financial Management Statistics 


Statistics Canada’s System of Government Financial 
Management Statistics (FMS) contains standardized 
financial statistics for all agencies and levels of govern- 
ment in Canada. It has been developed over the past 50 
years by Statistics Canada in co-operation with repre- 
sentatives of all levels of government, the academic 
community and business. Through the years, as govern- 
ment activities and user requirements for government 
financial data have changed, the FMS has been continu- 
ally updated and improved. 


2.1 The Need for the FMS 


Governments and their agencies report their financial 
activities in a variety of forms, among them detailed 
annual reports, budgets and quarterly summaries. Since 
these reports reflect the structure and accounting meth- 
ods of the government or agency concerned, however, 
the way in which governments produce their financial

2.0 Le systéeme statistique de gestion des finances 
publiques de Statistique Canada

Statistique Canada SGF est un ensemble normalise qui englobe 
des statistiques financiéres de tous les paliers administratifs et 
organismes gouvernmentaux au Canada. Il a eté mis au point au 
cours des cinquante derniéres années par Statistique Canada 
avec la collaboration des representants de tous les ordres 
d’administration, du milieu universitaire et du monde des affaires. 
Au fil des ans, au fur et a mesure de Il’évolution des activites 
gouvernementales et des besoins des utilisateurs de données 
sur les finances publiques, le SGF a ete constamment mis a jour 
et améliore. 


2.1 Nécessité du SGF 


Les adminsitrations publiques et leurs organismes déclarent 
leurs activités financiéres de diverses maniéres, notamment par 
des rapports annuels détailles, par des budgets et des sommai- 
res trimestriels. Mais étant donné que ces rapports traduisent 
organisation et les méthodes comptables de |’administration 
publique ou de |l’organisme en question, la fagon dont les 


statistics is not uniform, except at the local level, where 
government agencies of the same type in the same 
province or territory are required to use standard reports 
and accounting systems. 


The FMS, which replaces the various government 
financial reports, is a standardized system describing the 
expenditures as services provided and the revenues 
raised to cover these expenditures as sources of funds. 
The FMS also indicates the effects that an imbalance 
between revenues and expenditures may have on the 
government's financial assets and liabilities. 


There are a number of advantages in combining 
financial information from various sources in a single 
statistical system. First, the statistics produced through 
the FMS are uniform over long periods of time, which 
provides a fuller understanding of the changes in govern- 
ment financial operations. In addition, the FMS makes it 
easy to compare the financial statistics of various govern- 
ments at the same and different levels. 


2.2 Concepts Used in the FMS 


The FMS employs a number of concepts to standard- 
ize the financial data it receives from various sources. 


General government is a crucial concept in the FMS. 
It includes the federal and provincial governments and all 
agencies created by them, including territorial and munic- 
ipal governments, other legal entities with taxation pow- 
ers and all other entities established or acquired and still 
owned by one of these governments. 


For the purposes of the FMS, government is divided 
into two universes, general government and government 
enterprises, each of which consists of three levels, 
federal, provincial or territorial, and local. 


General government consists of all departments and 
establishments together with their special funds. The 
latter include councils, organizations, boards, commis- 
sions and similar agencies established or acquired and 
still owned by a government; they provide services 
(funding and so on) different from those delivered by 
other sectors of the economy. 


The government enterprise universe encompasses 
agencies established or acquired and still owned by a 
government; they are responsible for selling goods or 
services on the open market and the majority of their 
revenues are derived from these sales. 


Consolidation is another key concept in the FMS. In 
the general government universe, federal departments 
and establishments together with their special funds are 
consolidated and regarded as a single statistical unit. The 
same thing applies to the provinces and territories. At the 
local level, consolidation is more comprehensive. The 
statistics for all local governments (municipalities, local 
school authorities, special-purpose boards and their 
special funds) are consolidated and regarded as a single

2.2 Concepts utilises dans le SGF 


Le SGF utilise un certain nombre de concepts afin de normali- 
ser les données financiéres provenant de diverses sources. 


L’administration publique est un concept clé du SGF. Elle 
regroupe les administrations fedérale et provinciales ainsi que 
tous les organismes creés par elles, y compris les administra- 
tions territoriales ou municipales, d’autres entites juridiques 
ayant le pouvoir de prélever des impéts et toutes autres entites 
creees ou acquises qui appartiennent a une de ces 
administrations. 


Dans le cadre du SGF, |l’administration publique se divise en 
deux univers - l’univers des administrations publiques et celui 
des entreprises publiques - qui comprend chacun trois niveaux, 
fédéral, provincial ou territorial et local. 


L’univers des administrations publiques regroupe les ministe- 
res et les services avec leurs fonds spéciaux. II s’agit notamment 
de tous les conseils, organisations, commissions et organismes 
analogues créés ou acquis qui appartiennent a une des adminis- 
trations publiques et qui assurent des services (financement ou 
autre) differents de ceux fournis par d’autres secteurs de 
’economie. 


L’univers des entreprises publiques englobe les organismes 
creés ou acquis qui appartiennent a une administration publique, 
chargés de vendre des biens ou des services sur le marché libre 
et dont les principales recettes proviennent de ces ventes. 


La consolidation est un autre concept de base du SGF. Dans 
l'univers des administrations publiques, les ministéeres et les 
services fedéraux avec leurs fonds spéciaux sont consolidés et 
considérés comme une seule unité statistique. Il en va de méme 
des provinces et des territoires. Au niveau local, la consolidation 
est plus pousseée. Les statistiques de toutes les administrations 
locales (municipalites, pouvoirs scolaires locaux, pouvoirs spé- 
ciaux et leurs fonds spéciaux) sont consolidées et considérées 
comme une seule unite statistique pour chaque province et 
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statistical unit for each province and territory. The data 
for each provincial or territorial government are then 
combined with the data for their respective local govern- 
ments. This consolidation eliminates variations among 
provinces and territories due to the division of responsib- 
lilities with their respective local governments. These 
variations affect the comparability when statistics for a 
particular level are considered separately. Finally, all 
provincial, territorial and local statistics are consolidated 
with federal data to produce a single series of statistics 
for all governments in Canada. 


In the government enterprise universe, consolidation is 
less widely applied. In general, it is limited to a parent 
corporation and its subsidiaries. Statistics are produced 
for each level of government, with separate statistical 
series for the major divisions of the Standard Industrial 
Classification. 


2.3 Classification Framework Used in the FMS 


The FMS uses a standardized classification framework 
for revenues, expenditures, assets and liabilities. 


In the government enterprise universe, these terms 
are consistent with the classification and recommenda- 
tions of the Canadian Institute of Chartered Accountants 
for profit-making businesses. 


In the general government universe, revenues are 
classified by source: either those that it raises itself, or 
those that it receives from other governments in the form 
of transfers. 


Revenues that a government generates by virtue of its 
own powers are then classified by source: 


taxes (including health and social insurance levies); 


natural resources; 

privileges, licences and permits; 
sales; 

investments. 


Revenues from other governments in the form of 
transfers are classified by source and purpose (general 
or specific). All the main components of every major 
classification are defined. 


Expenditures are classified by function, either their 
purpose or the services to which they are allocated. 
There are 18 functions, most of which have a number of 
subfunctions. 


Assets and liabilities are classified in accordance with 
accepted accounting practices, but only financial assets 
and liabilities are listed since all expenditures, including 
the purchase of fixed assets, are current. 


The subclassifications of assets and liabilities illustrate 
the relationships between the various governments.

Les dépenses sont classées selon la fonction, soit l’objectif de 
la dépense ou les services auxquels elles sont affectees. On 
compte dix-huit fonctions dont la plupart comportent un certain 
nombre de sous-fonctions. 


L’actif et le passif sont classés selon les methodes comptables 
courantes, mais seuls |’actif financier et le passif sont indiques, 
étant donné que toutes les dépenses, y compris |’achat d’immo- 
bilisations, sont courantes. 


Les sous-classifications de Il’actif et du passif soulignent les 
rapports qui existent entre les différentes administrations 
publiques. 


2.4 Accounting Practices 


In general, the FMS statistics for the general govern- 
ment universe conform to the modified cash basis of 
accounting, under which transactions are recorded at the 
time cash receipts or disbursements occur. At the end of 
the accounting period, however, major transactions that 
have been concluded (excluding cash receipts or dis- 
bursements) are recorded as accounts receivable or 
payable. In addition, all transactions are considered 
current. 


In the government enterprise universe, the FMS fol- 
lows generally accepted accounting practices for profit- 
making businesses established by the Canadian Institute 
of Chartered Accountants. 


For a more detailed description of these concepts and 
classifications, see The System of Government Financial 
Management Statistics, Statistics Canada, 1984, Cata- 
logue 68-507. 


The concept of financial management as applied in this 
publication provides a measure of interprovincial compa- 
rability, but only at the general government level. 
Because of the varying importance of provincial govern- 
ment enterprises in the activities of the provincial public 
subsector in the ten provinces and the two territories, and 
to a greater extent because of the divergences in the 
allocation of responsibilities between provincial and local 
governments among the provinces, complete compara- 
bility can only be achieved when provincial government 
and provincial enterprise operations are integrated and 
provincial and local government transaction are consoli- 
dated. This consolidation of the revenues and expendi- 
tures of the provincial and local government levels into a 
provincial-local statistical universe is described in Con- 
solidated Government Finance (Statistics Canada, Cata- 
logue no 68-202), in which the inter-level transactions 
are eliminated. 


2.5 Extended FMS 


Traditionally, the FMS statistical universe has been 
government-oriented consisting, as described above, of 
two main components (‘‘General Government’ and 
“Government Business Enterprises’’) with the former 
being divided between ‘‘Departments/Ministries’’ proper 
and ‘‘special funds’’. At present, the Public Institutions 
Division is developing a re-formulation of that universe so 
as to include non-government aspects of the public 
sector (e.g., universities, hospitals, etc.) and so as to 
permit separate listing of major public institutions — both 
government and non-government. When complete, the 
new universe (to be known as the ‘‘Public Finance 
System’’) will have three principal components — viz., 
“Public Administrations’’ (sub-divided between ‘‘Depart- 
ments/Ministries’’ and ‘‘Departmental Ancilliaries’’), 
“Public Corporations’’ (sub-divided between ‘‘Public 
Agencies’ and ‘‘Public Enterprises’) and ‘‘Public Institu- 
tions’ (comprised of major public social institutions, both 
government and non-government owned). 


2.4 Methodes comptables 


De fagon générale, les statistiques du SGF pour |’univers des 
administrations publiques sont produites selon le systeme de 
comptabilite de caisse modifiee, qui consiste a inscrire les 
transactions au moment des entrées et des sorties de fonds.

Le concept de Gestion Financiere tel qu’il s’applique ici fournit 
une mesure de la comparabilité inter-provinciale, mais au niveau 
de l’univers gouvernemental seulement. Etant donne que |’im- 
portance des entreprises publiques provinciales dans les activi- 
tés du sous-secteur public provincial des dix provinces et des 
deux territoires varie, et plus encore par suite des divergences 
dans |’attribution des responsabilites entre les gouvernements 
provinciaux et les administrations locales d’une province a 
l'autre, on ne peut obtenir une comparabilité parfaite que lorsque 
les opérations des gouvernements provinciaux et de leurs 
entreprises sont integrées et lorsque les transactions publiques 
provinciales et locales sont consolidées. Cette consolidation des 
recettes et des dépenses publiques provinciales et locales en un 
univers statistique combine provincial-local, est expose dans la 
publication de Statistique Canada intitulee Les Finances Publi- 
ques Consolidées (n° 68-202 au catalogue), et dans laquelle les 
opérations entre divers niveaux sont éliminées. 


2.5 SCF élargi 


Par le passé, l’univers statistique du SGF portait sur les 
administrations publiques et comptait, comme il est indiqué 
ci-dessus, deux composantes principales, soit les ‘‘entreprises 
publiques’”’ et les ‘‘administrations publiques’’; cette derniere 
composante eétant elle-méme divisée en ‘‘ministeres et déeparte- 
ments’’ proprement dit et en ‘‘fonds spéciaux’’. A I’heure actuel- 
le, la Division des institutions publiques procéde au remaniement 
de cet univers afin d’y inclure des établissements du secteur 
para-public (par exemple, les universités et les hépitaux) et de 
dresser une liste des principaux établissements publics et 
para-publics. Lorsque ce remaniement sera termine, le nouvel 
univers (qui sera appele ‘“‘Systeme des finances publiques’’ 
(SFP)) comptera trois composantes principales: les ‘‘administra- 
tions publiques’’ (divisées entre les ‘‘ministéres et les départe- 
ments’ et les ‘‘satellites des ministeres et des départements’’), 
les ‘‘societés publiques’’ (sous-divisées entre les ‘‘organismes 
publics’’ et les ‘“‘entreprises publiques’’) et les ‘‘établissements 
publics et para-publics’’ (comprenant les principaux établisse- 
ments tombant dans cette categorie). 


Introduction of the new ‘‘Public Institutions’’ compo- 
nent will proceed, on a gradual basis, via addition of 
supplementary tables pertaining to major sub-parts of 
this component. This publication contains supplementary 
tables pertaining to universities and community colleges. 
These tables constitute, in fact, a first step toward 
development of a proper ‘‘Public Institutions’’ compo- 
nent. When that component has reached a satisfactory 
degree of completion, it will be added to the existing FMS 
universe to form the new PFS. 


In the meantime, coverage in this publication will be on 
an “extended FMS” basis. During this phase, an increas- 
ing number of the supplementary tables referred to above 
will be added, but data contained in these tables will not 
be consolidated with that in regular FMS tables. More- 
over, there will be a number of differences in accounting 
principles between the two sets of information. 


These differences arise from differences in data 
sources and will be eliminated as the collection of 
supplementary tables evolve closer to the status of a full 
“Public Institutions’’ component. 


In the meantime, supplementary tables are included so 
as to give readers a general overview of the size and 
nature of the institutional aspect of the public sector and 
all differences in accounting practice between regular 
and supplementary tables will be noted on the tables 
themselves. 


3.0 Purpose of Consolidation 


Financial publications, which are issued by the Public 
Institutions Division of Statistics Canada, describe in 
detail revenue, expenditure, assets and liabilities, on a 
gross basis for each level of government. Included in the 
data are the numerous intergovernmental transactions 
that occur in both the revenue and expenditures of 
governments. To avoid multiple accounting for a given 
transaction when combining government finances of 
different levels and thus avoiding the inflation of the totals 
that would result, the consolidation exercise is utilized. 
This data, in which the intergovernmental transactions 
are eliminated, provides a fair measure of government 
financial involvement in the social and economic life of 
the country. In consolidation, government is considered 
as a single entity embracing federal, provincial and local 
government. Therefore, total expenditure functions and 
total revenue sources are indicated but not the contri- 
bution of a particular level of government.

L’intégration de la nouvelle composante ‘‘établissements 
publics et para-publics”’ sera graduelle et consistera en |’ajout de 
tableaux relatifs aux principaux sous-elements de cette compo- 
sante. La publication sur les finances des provinces renferme des 
tableaux supplémentaires portant sur les universités et les 
colleges communautaires. En fait, la parution de ces tableaux 
représente une premiere étape menant a |’établissement d’une 
veritable composante ‘‘établissements publics et para-publics’’. 
Lorsque celle-ci aura atteint un niveau d’élaboration satisfaisant, 
elle sera integrée a l’univers existant du SGF qui deviendra alors 
le nouveau SFP. 


Entre-temps, le champ d’observation de la publication aura 
trait a un ‘‘SGF élargi’’. Pendant cette étape, un nombre crois- 
sant de tableaux, dont il vient d’étre fait mention, sera ajoute, 
mais les données qu’ ils renfermeront ne seront pas integrées aux 
tableaux réguliers du SGF. En outre, il y aura un certain nombre 
de differences dans les principes comptables utilises pour les 
deux ensembles de données.

3.0 But de la consolidation 


Les publications financiéres produites par la Division des 
Institutions Publiques de Statistique Canada ventilent, en chiffres 
bruts, les recettes, les depenses, I’actif et le passif de chacun des 
paliers d’administration publique. Les données comprennent 
donc les nombreuses operations entre administrations relatives 
aux recettes et aux depenses. Pour éliminer toute double prise 
en compte d’une méme opération au moment de combiner les 
finances publiques de paliers differents et pour éviter ainsi le 
gonflement des totaux, on recourt a la consolidation. Ces 
données, qui ne tiennent pas compte des opérations entre 
administrations, fournissent une mesure assez exacte de |’apport 
financier de l’Etat a l’organisation sociale et Economique du 
pays. Le terme ‘‘Etat’’ designe ici une seule entite englobant les 
administrations fédeérale, provinciales et locales. C’est pourquoi 
les données indiquent l'ensemble des montants dépensés et le 
total des rentrées fiscales, mais non la contribution d’un ordre 
d’administration donne.

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4.0 Historical Data 


A historical summary of gross general revenue and 
expenditure is also available on CANSIM (Canadian 
Socio-economic Information Management System) for 
the fiscal year ended March 31, 1975 through the fiscal 
year ended March 31, 1985. The data for 1984 and 1985 
are based on provincial budget speeches and estimates. 
The Public Institutions Division makes estimates for the 
special funds for which it has no information. In addition, 
series for which more recent figures have been received 
have been updated. Beginning in September 1985, these 
updates based on new information will be made quar- 
terly. The matrix numbers for provincial data and the 
combined total are as follows:

The National Accounts Statistical System 


A second national standardized system for the produc- 
tion of financial statistics of Canadian governments is 
contained in the framework of the Canadian System of 
National Accounts. While the financial management 
system depicts the expenditures made by government to 
discharge its functions, the relative importance of the 
different types of revenue raised to defray these expendi- 
tures, the means used to finance the deficit between 
revenue and expenditure or to dispose of any surplus of 
revenue over expenditure and the resulting financial 
situation of government; the economic analysis system is 
concerned with the economic effects of government 
activity. Although there are significant differences 
between the two systems in concepts and, particularly, in 
Classifications, it is possible, as is shown in this publica- 
tion, to cross-classify government financial data in eco- 
nomic terms. But, just as the resulting financial manage- 
ment statistics differ significantly from the estimates or 
public accounts from which they are derived, so the 
economic analysis statistics differ from the national 
income and expenditure accounts. 


4.0 Données chronologiques 


Un sommaire chronologique des recettes et depenses geneéra- 
les brutes est aussi disponible sur CANSIM (Systeme Canadien 
d'information socio-economique) a partir de l’année fiscale 
terminée le 31 mars 1975 jusqu’a l’année fiscale terminée le 31 
mars 1985 inclusivement.

Systéme statistique des comptes nationaux 


Le systeme canadien de la comptabilite nationale est un 
deuxieme systéeme national normalise pour la statistique finan- 
ciére des gouvernements canadiens. Alors que le systeme de la 
gestion financieére presente les dépenses effectuees par les 
gouvernements pour s’acquitter de leurs fonctions, l’importance 
relative des differentes sources de recettes pergues pour assu- 
mer ces depenses, les moyens utilises pour financer le manque 
de recettes par rapport aux dépenses ou pour disposer |’excé- 
dent des recettes sur les déepenses et la situation financiére finale 
des gouvements; le systeme d’analyse economique s’intéresse, 
pour sa part, aux incidences economiques de leurs activites. En 
depit de differences conceptuelles sensibles entre les deux 
systemes, principalement dans les classifications, il est possible, 
comme le démontre cette publication, de recouper les données 
financiéres en termes economiques. Mais, tout comme les 
statistiques sur la gestion financiére different considérablement 
des budgets ou des comptes publics dont elles sont dérivées, les 
résultats de l’analyse Economique sont differents de ceux des 
comptes nationaux des recettes et dépenses. 
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5.0 Coverage, Sources and Methods 


The present publication covers the general govern- 
ment universe of each province and territory on an 
all-inclusive basis except for certain institutions for which 
complete financial reports are unavailable. These institu- 
tions are incorporated only to the extent of their financial 
transactions with their present governments; certain very 
minor revenues which these institutions obtain from 
other sources are omitted from the publication as are 
detailed analyses of their expenditures. 


The financial statistics in this publication are derived 
from information contained in the public accounts of the 
governments and from the audited financial statements 
of their agencies. Additional detail is obtained in a few 
instances from correspondence with provincial and terri- 
torial authorities. The co-operation of provincial and 
territorial government Officials is gratefully 
acknowledged. 


All entities classified as general government are con- 
solidated into a single statistical unit for each grouping. 
Revenues of each unit are classified by source and 
expenditures by function or purpose, while assets and 
liabilities are consistent with classifications. 


Some explanatory notes concerning the tables are 
given below. 


6.0 Caveats 


There has been a significant revision in provincial 
government real property tax revenues and education 
expenditures. Beginning in the fiscal year 1982-83, the 
province of British Columbia introduced a new system of 
public school financing. Under this new system, the 
province assumed the responsibility for the taxation of 
non-residential property for school purposes. A similar 
financing system was also adopted by the province of 
Manitoba starting in the fiscal year 1981-82. These 
changes in the legislations have been reflected in both 
the revenues under Real Property Tax (Table 1, line 4) 
and the expenditures under Education — Elementary 
and Secondary (Table 2, line 40). 


The relevant CANSIM series for both provinces have 
already been updated accordingly. 


Quebec Pension Board 


The data for the province of Quebec in this report 
include the revenues and expenditures of the Quebec 
Pension Board, established by the province in 1965. (See 
Text Table Ill.) 


The only transactions included at the provincial level 
(except for Quebec) as universal pension plan expendi- 
tures are the contributions of provincial governments as 
employers to the Canada Pension Plan. Since the latter 
is a federal agency, its revenues and expenditures are 
included in the federal government universe. 


Text Table lV shows what Quebec’s position would be 
if the Quebec Pension Board were considered a subsec- 


5.0 Champ d’observation, sources et méthodes 


La présente publication englobe toutes les activites gouverne- 
mentales de chaque province ou territoire, sauf certaines institu- 
tions pour lesquelles il n’existe pas de rapports financiers 
complets. Nous n’avons tenu compte de ces institutions que 
pour leurs transactions financiéres avec le gouvernement dont 
elles relevent; cette publication ne prend pas en compte certai- 
nes recettes trés faibles provenant d’autres sources et n’analyse 
pas leurs dépenses en détail. 


Les statistiques financiéres de cette publication sont tirees de 
renseignements contenus dans les comptes publics des gouver- 
nements et dans les états financiers verifies des organismes qui 
en dependent. Dans quelques cas, des détails supplémentaires 
ont ete obtenus directement des autorités provinciales ou territo- 
riales. Nous remercions les fonctionnaires des provinces et 
territoires de la collaboration qu’ils nous ont accordée. 


Toutes les entites classeées dans |l’univers gouvernemental 
sont groupées en un seule unite statistique pour chaque groupe- 
ment. Les recettes de chaque unité sont class€es par source et 
les dépenses par fonction ou but, tandis que les elements d’ actif 
et de passif suivent les classifications. 


Voici maintenant quelques commentaires explicatifs au sujet 
des tableaux: 


6.0 Mise en garde 


Une révision importante a été effectuée au niveau des revenus 
provinciaux en provenance des impéts sur les propriétés foncie- 
res et des depenses provinciales sur |’education. En effet, a partir 
de l’année fiscale 1982-83, la Colombie-Britannique a introduit 
un nouveau systéme de financement pour les écoles. Avec ce 
nouveau systeme, la province assume dorénavant la responsabi- 
lité d’imposer un impdt sur les propriétes non-résidentielles pour 
le financement des écoles. Un systeme de financement sembla- 
ble a également été adopté par le Manitoba au cours de Il’année 
fiscale 1981-82. Ces changements législatifs sont maintenant 
refletés dans la presente publication dans les postes suivants: 
revenus — impots sur la propriété fonciere (Tableau 1, ligne 4), 
dépenses — éducation élementaire et secondaire (Tableau 2, 
ligne 40). 


Les séries chronologiques CANSIM concernées ont deja eté 
ajustées de fagon a refléter ces revisions. 


Régie des rentes du Quéekec 


Les données de la province de Quebec figurant dans la 
présente publication comprennent les recettes et des depenses 
de la Regie des rentes du Québec, organisme créé par la 
province en 1965. (Voir le tableau explicatif Ill). 


Les seules transactions incluses au niveau provincial (sauf 
Québec) comme dépenses pour les régimes universels de 
rentes, sont les contributions des gouvernements provinciaux a 
titre d’employeur au Regime de pension du Canada. Etant un 
organisme fédéral, les recettes et les dépenses sont inclues dans 
l’univers gouvernemental federal. 


Le tableau explicatif IV présente la position de la province de 
Québec dans le cas ou la Regie des rentes du Quebec serait 
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tor of the provincial government universe rather than an 
integral part of that universe. 


Government and Public Employees Retirement Plan 
(GPERP) 


In June 1985, a change has been made in the data for 
Quebec for the fiscal year ended March 31, 1974 through 
the fiscal year ending March 31, 1986. In the past, the 
GPERP was treated as a trusteed plan, and as a result, 
only the provincial government’s contribution as an 
employer was regarded as a current expenditure. How- 
ever, the Public Institutions Division’s Concepts and 
Classifications Committee reviewed the GPERP’s status 
and after thorough analysis decided to change it from a 
trusteed to a non-trusteed plan. 


Consequently, Statistics Canada combined all the 
GPERP’s financial transactions with those of the provin- 
cial government. Financially, this has a significant impact. 
For example, for the fiscal year ended March 31, 1984, 
provincial government revenues have been increased by 
$616 million ($308 million in employee contributions plus 
$308 million in interest income from the Caisse de depdt 
et placement du Québec) and expenditures have been 
decreased by $538 million ($616 million in employer 
contributions minus $78 million in benefits paid out to 
plan members). From the perspective of the Financial 
Management System, this change reduces Quebec’s 
deficit for 1983-84 by $1,154 million. 


The relevant CANSIM series have been updated ac- 
cordingly on June 30, 1985. 


7.0 Review of 1983-84 Fiscal Year 
Revenue and Expenditure 


The gross general revenue of all provincial and territo- 
rial governments was $88.3 billion for the fiscal year 
ended March 31, 1984, an increase of 12.2% over the 
previous fiscal year. This increase was larger than the 
8.6% recorded in 1982-83, but smaller than the 15.2% 
registered in 1981-82. At $92.8 billion, gross general 
expenditures were up 8.7% from the preceding year. This 
was the first time since 1974-75 that the expenditure 
growth rate was below 10%. 


Among individual revenue sources, total revenue from 
personal income tax remained at the same level as in 
1982-83. Some provinces even posted decreases in 
revenue, ranging from 2.8% in Newfoundland to 18.11% 
in Saskatchewan. These declines were primarily due to 
adjustments in the payments received from the federal 
governent under tax collection agreements. In accord- 
ance with these agreements, the federal government 
collects personal income tax for all provinces and territo- 
ries except Quebec and corporate income tax for all 
provinces and territories except Ontario, Quebec and 
Alberta. During 1982-83, the federal government made 
adjustments to correct understatements of the provincial 
tax bases. These adjustments substantially inflated the 
revenue of some provinces for 1982-83. Thus, in 1983- 
84, further adjustments - downward ones this time - were

Régime de retraite des employes du gouvernement et des 
organismes publics (RREGOP). 


Au mois de juin 1985 un changement a ete apporte aux 
données de la province de Québec a partir de |’année fiscale 
terminée le 31 mars 1974 jusqu’a |l’année fiscale terminée le 31 
mars 1986. En effet dans le passé, le RREGOP etait traite 
comme un régime en fiducie, par conséquent seule la contribu- 
tion de l’employeur était considéree comme depense courante 
de l’administration provinciale. Une révision a donc été effectuee 
par le ‘‘Comité des Concepts et Classification Standard’’ de la 
division des Institutions Publiques. Apres analyse en profondeur 
du statut de RREGOP, le comité a donc resolu de changer ce 
dernier d’un régime fiduciaire a un regime non-fiduciaire. 


Par conséquent, Statistique Canada a intégre toutes les 
opérations financieres de RREGOP a celles de |’administration 
publique provinciale. Sur le plan financier cela a un impact 
considérable; par exemple pour |’année financiere se terminant 
le 31 mars 1984, les revenus du gouvernement provincial ont éte 
augmentes de $616 millions (soit la contribution des employes 
$308 millions plus les revenus d’interéts $308 millions provenant 
de la caisse de depot et placement du Quebec) et les dépenses 
du gouvernement ont ete diminuées de $538 millions (soit la 
contribution de l’employeur au montant de $616 millions moins 
les prestations aux participants au montant de $78 millions). Ce 
changement a donc pour effet de diminuer le deficit de la 
Province de Québec pour 1983/84, au point de vue du Systeme 
de la Gestion Financiere, de $1,154 millions. 


Ce changement en question a été apporte aux series CANSIM

7.0 Analyse de année financiére 1983-84 
Recettes et depenses 


Les recettes générales brutes des administrations publiques 
provinciales et territoriales pour l’année financiére terminée le 31 
mars 1984 se chiffrent a 88.3 milliards soit une augmentation de 
12.2% par rapport a l’exercise antérieur. Cette augmentation est 
plus élevée par rapport a l’année précédente (8.6%) mais moins 
élevee par rapport a l’année 1981-82 (15.2%). Les dépenses 
generales brutes se chiffrent a 92.8 milliards soit une hausse de 
8.7% par rapport a l’exercise antérieur. C’est la premiére fois 
depuis !’année fiscale 1974-75 que le taux de croissance des 
dépenses se situe sous la barre des dix pourcent. 


En ce qui concerne les sources de revenus, les recettes 
provenant de l’impdt sur le revenu des particuliers ont globale- 
ment plafonné au méme niveau que l’exercise antérieur. On a 
méme assiste a des diminutions de revenus pour certaines 
provinces. Ces diminutions varient de 2.8% pour Terre-Neuve a 
18.11% pour la Saskatchewan. Elles ont eté principalement 
cCausées par des ajustements effectués sur les versements que 
le gouvernement fédéral fait, suite aux ententes de perception 
fiscale. En vertu de ces ententes, le gouvernement fédéral 
pergoit les impdts sur le revenu des particuliers de toutes les 
provinces et territoires sauf pour le Québec, ainsi que les impdts 
sur le revenu des sociétés des provinces et territoires exceptes 
l'Ontario, le Québec et I’Alberta. Au cours de Il’année fiscale 
1982-83 le gouvernement federal a effectue des ajustements 
suite a une sous-estimation de |l’assiette fiscale de chaque 
province. Ces ajustements ont eu pour effet de gonfler de fagon 
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made for the previous years, which reduced provincial 
revenues and exaggerated the difference between the 
two years. 


Revenue from corporate income tax was significantly 
higher than in the previous year for all provinces except 
Quebec and Newfoundland. These increases were attrib- 
utable to the upward adjustments made by the federal 
government for previous years under the tax collection 
agreement and to the improved performance of the 
Canadian economy as a whole. 


The decline in Quebec’s revenue reflected a trend that 
began in 1982. In Newfoundland’s case, the decrease 
was Chiefly due to an erosion of its tax base. 


Revenue from tobacco taxes climbed by 24.0% in 
1983-84, a larger increase than the 21.4%, 23.9% and 
11.2% recorded in 1982-83, 1981-82 and 1980-81 re- 
spectively. Alberta posted the highest rate of increase, 
201.9%, as it raised its base rate by 0.32 cents to 1.48 
cents per cigarette in 1983-84. The province’s tobacco 
tax had been unchanged since 1969. 


A recovery in residential construction in Canada and 
the United States pushed revenue from the forestry 
sector up by 37.0% from the preceding year. 


General-purpose transfers from the federal govern- 
ment rose by 1.2%, down from 20.4% in 1982-83, 26.5% 
in 1981-82 and 6.6% in 1980-81. Specific-purpose trans- 
fers from the federal government jumped by 30.1% from 
the year before. This increase, substantially higher than 
the 0.3% decline reported for 1982-83 and the increases 
of 7.5% for 1981-82 and 8.2% for 1980-81, was due to 
transfers to fund established programs. Federal pay- 
ments for health care soared by about $1.5 billion as a 
result of a drop in the estimated value of tax points 
transferred to the provinces. Payments for social ser- 
vices were raised by about 16% in 1983-84, chiefly on 
account of the recession’s effects and the high unem- 
ployment rate. Education payments also rose by 24%. 


There were increases in all major expenditure func- 
tions. Health expenditures grew by 9.4% in 1983-84, 
compared with 16.2% in 1982-83, 18.9% in 1980-81 * 
and 17.6% in 1980-81. The rate of increase ranged from 
4.7% in New Brunswick to 12.7% in Prince Edward 
Island, reflecting the spiralling cost of providing medical 
and hospital care. The Northwest Territories reported a 
5.1% increase, and the Yukon a 13.1% drop. The growth 
rate of education costs slowed sharply to 6.5% in 1983- 
84, compared with 9.5% in 1982-83, 16.5% in 1981-82 
and 13.9% in 1980-81. Debt charges were up 9.5% from 
the previous year, a much smaller increase than the 


non-négligeable les revenus de certaines provinces pour 1982- 
83. Par la suite, pendant l’année fiscale 1983-84, d’autres 
ajustements pour les années anteérieures ont été effectués mais 
cette fois-ci ils étaient négatifs ayant donc pour effet de diminuer 
les revenus des provinces et pour ainsi dire augmenter la 
difference entre les deux années fiscales. 


A l’exception du Québec et de Terre-Neuve, les recettes 
provenant de |’impot sur le revenu des corporations ont aug- 
mente de fagon significative par rapport a l'année antérieure pour 
la plupart des provinces. Ces augmentations sont attribuables 
aux ajustements positifs que le gouvernement fédéral a effectués 
pour les années antérieures en vertu de |’entente de perception 
fiscale et aussi a une meilleure performance de |’économie 
canadienne en général. 


Quant a la baisse enregistree au Québec elle a ete amorcée 
en 1982 et continue de se manifester. Pour de ce qui est de 
Terre-Neuve la diminution est principalement due a une érosion 
de son assiette fiscale. 


L’augmentation des recettes provenant de la taxe sur les 
tabacs a été de 24.0% pour cette année. Cette augmentation est 
supérieure par rapport a celle de 1982-83 (21.4%), 1981-82 
(23.9%) et 1980-81 (11.2%). La plus forte augmentation en 
terme de pourcentage des recettes s’est manifestée en Alberta 
ou on a assist€ a une augmentation de 201.9% par rapport a 
l'année 1982-83. En 1983-84 la province de |’Alberta a majoré 
son taux de base de 0.32 cents a 1.48 cents par cigarette. La 
taxe sur le tabac n’avait pas change depuis 1969 dans cette 
province. 


Un reprise dans le secteur de la construction domiciliaire au 
Canada et aux Etats-Unis a permis aux recettes en provenance 
du secteur des foréts d’augmenter de 37.0% par rapport a 
année antérieure. 


Les transferts a des fins générales en provenance de |’admi- 
nistration fedérale ont augmenté de 1.2% comparativement a 
20.4% pour 1982-83, 26.5% pour 1981-82 et 6.6% pour 1980- 
81. Quant aux transferts a des fins spécifiques en provenance de 
administration fedérale ils ont augmenté de 30.1% par rapport 
a l’année antérieure. Cette augmentation est considerable par 
rapport a une diminution de 0.3% rapportée pour 1982-83 et aux 
augmentations de 7.5% pour 1981-82 et 8.2% pour 1980-81. Les 
transferts pour le financement des programmes é€tablis en sont la 
cause. En effet les paiements fedéraux au chapitre de la santé 
ont augmente d’environ 1.5 milliards a cause de la baisse de la 
valeur estimée des points d’impéts qui ont été transferés aux 
provinces. Tant qu’aux paiements pour les services sociaux ils 
ont pour leur part ete augmentes d’environ 16% en 1983/84. 
Cette augmentation est principalement due aux effets de la 
recession et au taux éleve du chémage. Les paiements au 
chapitre de l'éducation ont egalement augmente de 24%. 


Toutes les fonctions importantes des dépenses ont marqué 
une progression. On remarque donc une augmentation des 
dépenses de 9.4% sous la fonction “‘santé’’ en 1983-84 compa- 
rativement a une hausse de 16.2% en 1982-83, de 18.9% en 
1980-81* et 17.6% en 1980-81. Les variations par rapport a 
l'année précédente vont de 4.7% pour le Nouveau-Brunswick a 
12.7% pour I’lle-du-Prince-Edouard ce qui reflete bien I’augmen- 
tation continue des soins médicaux et hospitaliers. A ce chapitre, 
les Territoires du Nord-Ouest ont rapporte une augmentation de 
5.1% tandis que le Yukon a rapporte une diminution de 13.1%. 
Le taux de croissance des colts de |’éducation a diminué de 
fagon remarquable. En effet, ces couts ont enregistré une hausse 
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30.5%, 22.5%, 19.3% and 17.1% recorded in 1982-83, 
1981-82, 1980-81 and 1979-80 respectively. 


For the fiscal year ended March 31, 1984, all provinces 
reported increases in revenue over 1982-83. The growth 
rates ranged from 8.2% in Alberta to 23.1% in the 
Northwest Territories. Increases in expenditures varied 
from 0.8% in Alberta to 16.7% in Manitoba. 


Explanatory Comments 


Tables 1 and 2 Gross General Revenue and 
Expenditure 


These tables include the current and capital revenue 
and expenditure transactions of the provincial govern- 
ment universe. 


In order to achieve a measure of inter-provincial 
comparability, certain adjustments have been made to 
the figures shown in the provincial accounts. Reconcilia- 
tions of ‘‘gross general’ revenue and expenditure with 
provincial accounts are found in Tables 3 and 4. The 
adjustments are explained more fully in the commentary 
to those tables. 


Text Table V indicates the detail of the ‘‘Miscellaneous 
taxes - other’ item on Table 1. 


Tables 3 and 4 Reconciliation of gross General Rev- 
enue and Expenditure with Provincial Accounts 


These tables are included to explain the difference 
between current and capital revenue and expenditure as 
presented in provincial and territorial accounts, and gross 
general revenue and expenditure as compiled for the 
financial management series. 


The revenues and expenditures of the special funds 
are accounted for separately and are not included in 
provincial or territorial revenues and expenditures de- 
spite the fact that the agencies in question perform 
functions that are really of a governmental nature. For 
purposes of establishing gross general revenue and 
expenditure, the transactions of these funds are added to 
budgetary transactions. 


Because of variations in the extent to which provincial 
and territorial governments deduct amounts from rev- 
enue and expenditure in their financial statements, ad- 
justments also are made in the series to reverse all of 
these deductions and to arrive at ‘‘gross’’ revenue and 
expenditure. 


The trading operations of liquor boards are treated in 
the financial management series as enterprises and only 
their remitted trading profits are included in provincial or 
territorial revenues. In some provinces, however, liquor 
boards also carry out regulatory or control functions and

Ces tableaux comprennent les recettes et les depenses 
ordinaires et de nature capitale de |’univers des gouvernements 
provinciaux. 


Dans un souci de comparabilité interprovinciale, on a apporté 
certains ajustements aux chiffres figurant dans les comptes 
provinciaux. Les rapprochements des recettes et des depenses 
“générales brutes’’ des comptes provinciaux se trouvent aux 
tableaux 3 et 4. Les ajustements sont expliqués plus en detail 
dans les commentaires de ces tableaux. 


Le tableau explicatif V donne le détail du poste ‘‘Diverses 
impositions - autres’ du tableau 1. 


Tableaux 3 et 4 Rapprochement des recettes et des depen- 
ses generales brutes avec celles des comptes 
provinciaux 


On a inclus ces tableaux pour expliquer la difference entre les 
recettes et les depenses ordinaires et de nature capitale telles 
qu’elles figurent dans les comptes des provinces et des territoi- 
res, et les recettes et depenses générales brutes établies pour 
les séries de la gestion financiere. 


Les recettes et les depenses des fonds spéciaux sont compta- 
bilisees séparément et ne sont pas prises en compte dans les 
recettes et les dépenses des gouvernements provinciaux ou 
territoriaux en depit du fait que les activites des organismes en 
question sont reellement de nature gouvernementale. Pour 
établir les recettes et les depenses générales brutes, on ajoute 
les operations de ces fonds aux opérations budgétaires. 


Les sommes que les gouvernements provinciaux et territo- 
riaux déduisent dans leurs états financiers des recettes et des 
dépenses pouvant varier, on apporte également des ajustements 
aux séries pour annuler toutes ces déductions et obtenir les 
recettes et les dépenses ‘‘brutes’’. 


Les activites commerciales des régies des alcools sont consi- 
dérées dans les séries de la gestion financiére comme des 
entreprises publiques et seuls leurs profits d’exploitation remis 
figurent dans les recettes provinciales ou territoriales. Cepen- 
dant, dans certaines provinces, les régies des alcools ont 
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derive revenue from these activities. This revenue, gen- 
erally in the form of licences and permits, and the related 
expenditure are considered to be general government 
revenue and expenditure. Therefore, they represent an 
adjustment to the revenue and expenditure presented in 
the provincial government financial statements. 


A uniform approach to the treatment of working capital 
funds in the financial management series results in 
adjustments to both revenue and expenditure. This 
compensates for the different presentation of such funds 
in the provincial and territorial accounts. 


An attempt is also made to apply a consistent ap- 
proach to recoveries of expenditure and refunds of 
revenue. A number of items regarded by the provinces as 
revenue or expenditure are considered to represent 
recoveries of current and prior year expenditures or 
refunds of current year revenues. Consequently they are 
excluded from gross general revenue and expenditure. 


Non-revenue and surplus receipts and _ non- 
expenditure and surplus payments represent items which 
are not regarded as provincial government revenue and 
expenditure transactions in this series. They also include 
such items as repayments of loans and advances, rev- 
enues collected on behalf of other jurisdictions, pur- 
chases and sales of investments, loans and advances 
and other surplus account transactions. 


The deduction of intragovernment transactions repre- 
sents the elimination of transactions among the compo- 
nent parts of the general government statistical universe 
for each province. Departmental expenditures included in 
the revenues of special funds and vice-versa, revenues 
of one special fund treated as expenditure in another 
special fund, and transfers of funds between departments 
would all result in the duplication of revenue and expendi- 
ture when these entities are combined to form the 
statistical universe for any particular province. It, there- 
fore, becomes necessary to identify and eliminate these 
interfund or intra universe transactions. 


Table 5 Economic Classification of Gross General 
Revenue 


This table classified the gross general revenue of the 
financial management series by economic sources. The 
sources of government revenue for economic purposes 
are direct taxes on persons and business, indirect taxes, 
other current transfers from persons, transfers from other 
levels of government, investment income and other. 


Direct taxes. Direct taxes include personal and corpora- 
tion income taxes, payroll tax, succession duties and the 
levies imposed on logging and mining profits. Employee 
contributions to non-trusteed pension plans, contri- 
butions to the Quebec Pension Board and Workmen’s 
Compensation Board assessments are also considered 
as direct taxes - persons.

Ce tableau classe les recettes générales brutes des series de 
la gestion financiére selon les sources economiques. Les sour- 
ces des recettes publiques aux fins economiques sont les impots 
directs des particuliers et des entreprises, les impdts indirects, 
les autres transferts courants des particuliers, les transferts 
d’autres niveaux d’administration publique, les revenus de 
placements et autres. 


Impots directs. Les impdts directs comprennent les impdts sur 
le revenu des particuliers et des corporations, l’impot sur la 
feuille de paie, les droits successoraux et les droits imposés sur 
les bénéfices forestiers et miniers. Les cotisations des employes 
aux régimes de pension gérés par le gouvernement, les cotisa- 
tions au Regime de rentes du Québec et les versements a la 
Caisse d’indemnisation des accidents du travail sont egalement 
considérés comme des impots directs. 
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Indirect taxes. Indirect taxes encompass sales taxes, 
motor fuel taxes, insurance premiums, capital and place 
of business taxes, amusement taxes and real and per- 
sonal property taxes. Privileges, licences and permits 
purchased by business entities such as motor vehicles 
licences, natural resource exploration permits, etc., are 
also regarded as indirect taxes. 


Other Current transfers from Persons. Transfers from 
persons consist of health insurance premiums, personal 
motor vehicle permits and licences, and other licences 
and permits such as fishing, hunting and marriage li- 
cences. Fines and penalties also fall into this economic 
category. 


Transfers from Other Levels of Government. This 
category includes both general and specific purpose 
transfers from federal and local governments. The pro- 
vincial share of federal estate tax, the tax on undistrib- 
uted income and income tax on privately owned public 
utilities are classified as transfer payments at the provin- 
cial government level. 


Investment income. Interest, dividends and profits on 
foreign exchange, royalties and the remitted profits of 
government enterprises as well as liquor boards are 
included under this economic classification. 


Other revenue. For example, sales of goods and ser- 
vices, sales of land and fixed assets and other revenue 
items are not regarded as adding to production in the 
economic sense. 


Table 6 Economic Classification of Gross General 
Expenditure 


The objects of expenditure used in the economic 
Classification are purchases of goods and services and 
transfer payments to persons, business and other levels 
of government. 


Purchases of Goods and services. This classification 
includes all current expenditures of government on such 
items as salaries and wages, materials, and supplies, 
travelling expenses, professional services, purchases of 
land, write-offs of bad debts and other final expenditures. 
For purposes of this publication, transfer payments to 
public hospitals are also treated as purchases of goods 
and services. 


Transfers to Persons. Transfers to persons consist of 
payments to individuals and non-profit institutions for 
which no direct service is rendered by the recipients. 
Included in this latter group are universities, other post- 
secondary educational facilities and private non- 
commercial organizations and associations. For pur- 
poses of this publication, interest on the public debt is 
also treated as a transfer to persons. 


Transfers to Business. This category includes both 
subsidies for current operations and capital assistance 
payments made to business. Subsidies for current opera- 
tions represent payments designed to make it possible 


Impots indirects. Les impots indirects comprennent les taxes de 
vente, les taxes sur les carburants, les taxes sur le revenu de 
primes des compagnies d’assurance, les taxes sur le capital et 
les taxes d'affaires, les taxes sur les spectacles ainsi que les 
impots sur la proprieté fonciére et personnelle. Les privileges, 
droits et permis achetes par les entites commerciales, tels que 
les permis pour vehicules automobiles, les permis portant sur 
l’exploitation des ressources naturelles, etc., sont egalement 
considérés comme des impots indirects. 


Autres transferts courants des particuliers. Les transferts des 
particuliers comprennent les primes personnelles pour vehicules 
automobiles et les droits et autres permis tels que les permis de 
péche, de chasse et de mariage. Les amendes et peénalites 
entrent €galement dans cette categorie Economique. 


Transferts d’autres niveaux d’administration publique. Cette 
catégorie comprend les transferts a des fins generales et a des 
fins spécifiques du gouvernement fédéral et des administrations 
locales. La part provinciale de l’impdot federal sur les biens 
transmis par décés, l’impdt sur le revenu non distribué des 
sociétés et l’impdt sur le revenu des services prives d’utilité 
publique sont classés comme des transferts au niveau du 
gouvernement provincial.

Les articles de dépenses utilises dans la classification econo- 
mique sont les achats de biens et de services et les paiements 
de transfert aux particuliers, aux entreprises et a d’autres 
niveaux d’administration publique. 


Achats de biens et de services. Sous cette categorie figurent 
toutes les dépenses ordinaires des gouvernements pour des 
postes tels que les traitements et salaires, les matiéeres et les 
fournitures, les depenses de voyages, les services profession- 
nels, les achats de terrain, l’'amortissement des creances dou- 
teuses et autres dépenses finales. Dans la présente publication 
les transferts aux hdpitaux publics sont egalement considéres 
comme des achats de biens et services. 


Transferts aux particuliers. Les transferts aux particuliers 
consistent en paiements aux particuliers et aux institutions sans 
but lucratif et en echange desquels les bénéficiaires ne rendent 
aucun service direct. Dans cette catégorie se trouvent les 
universités, les autres établissements d’enseignement post- 
secondaire ainsi que les organismes et associations privés non 
commerciaux. Dans la presente publication, |’interét sur la dette 
publique est egalement considéré comme un transfert a des 
particuliers. 


Transferts aux entreprises. Sous cette rubrique entrent les 
subventions au titre des opérations ordinaires et les paiements 
sous forme de subventions pour fins d’immobilisation versés aux 
entreprises. Les subventions au titre des opérations ordinaires 
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for producers to stabilize or lower prices while capital 
assistance covers grants made to commercial enter- 
prises to assist in the acquisition of new facilities or 
machinery and equipment. Home-owners’ subsidies paid 
by provincial governments in Saskatchewan, Alberta and 
British Columbia are also included in transfers to 
business. 


Transfers to Other Levels of Government. Transfers 
to other levels of government consist of grants to local 
governments. The term ‘‘local government’’ refers to 
municipalities, local school boards and other municipally 
organized bodies such as conservation authorities.

This table presents actual data for four years, esti- 
mated data for a year on gross general revenue by 
source and gross general expenditure by function for 
each province and territory. Data are also presented at 
the Canada total. Actual data are obtained from the 
present publication while estimated amounts are to be 
found on CANSIM (Canadian Socio-economic Informa- 
tion Management System) which is Statistics Canada’s 
computerized data bank and information retrieval 
service.

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increase in Saskatchewan was the addition of sales 
tax exemptions for the current year. The strong 
growth seen in the other provinces was caused by 
a major increase in consumer spending. 


Fuel tax revenue was down 1.5% from the previous 
year. All provinces recorded a slight increase, 
except Quebec, whose revenues dropped by 
14.8%. This reduction was mainly due to the 
reduction in the fuel tax rate, which declined from 
40% to 30% of the average selling price on 
November 15, 1983. Fiscal year 1984-85 was the 
first full year in which the reduced tax was in effect. 


As indicated in Graph 1, revenue distribution by 
source varied significantly in 1985 over the years. 


Main Components 


Revenue distribution changes over the years. A 
close examination of the above mentioned graph 
reveals that personal income taxes accounted for 
20.8% of total provincial and territorial government 
income in 1985, compared with 19.7% in 1975. The 
graph also shows that corporate income taxes 
declined from 6.9% of total provincial and territorial 
government income in 1975 to 3.8% in 1985. The 
total corporate tax share therefore shrank in 
comparison with the personal tax share during the 
1974-85 period. 


Return on investment represented 12.1% of total 
provincial and territorial government income in 1985 
compared with 8.3% in 1975. There were several 
reasons for this major increase. Because the 
provincial and territorial governments administer 
funds that contributed to the various social 
insurance and pension plans, their return on 
investment from this source increased significantly. 
During the same period (1975-1985), special funds 
such as heritage funds were created to administer 
the large income receipts from natural resources, 
and this money, which has been invested over the 
years, is now generating significant income. 


Some governments have also received returns on 
loans made to their own enterprises. This method of 
enterprise financing has become popular over the 
years because better credit ratings have been 
obtained. Interest rate fluctuations also contributed 
significantly to this increase. The average Bank of 
Canada rate rose from 8.5% in 1974-75 to 13.9% in 
1982-83, falling to around 10.0% in 1983-84 and 
then rising again to above 11.0% in 1984-85.

Revenue 


The gross general revenue of all provincial and 
territorial governments was $95.0 billion for the 
fiscal year ended March 31, 1985, an increase of 
7.1% over the previous fiscal year. This is the first 
time since 1974-75 that the rate of increase in 
revenue was below eight per cent. 


Among individual revenue sources, total revenue 
from personal income tax remained at the same 
level for the second year in a row. This leveling off 
was primarily due to adjustments in the payments 
received from the federal government under tax 
collection agreements. In accordance with these 
agreements, the federal government collects 
personal income tax for all provinces and territories 
except Quebec and corporate income tax for all 
provinces and territories except Ontario, Quebec 
and Alberta. During 1984-85, the federal 
government made adjustments to _ correct 
overstatements of the provincial tax bases. As a 
result of these adjustments, the revenue of some 
provinces remained unchanged or was. slightly 
reduced. 


Revenue from corporate income tax was 
significantly higher than in the previous year, except 
in Saskatchewan and the Northwest Territories. 
These increases varied from 5.1% in Nova Scotia to 
62.4% in New Brunswick. The sharp rise in New 
Brunswick was caused by a major adjustment for 
the year 1983-84. As for the other provinces 
showing notable increases, theirs were caused by 
the significant rise in corporate profits resulting from 
strong growth in the Canadian economy as a whole. 


Revenue from sales tax was up 12.5% over the 
previous year. The increases varied from 1.6% in 
Saskatchewan to 14.5% in Nova Scotia. One of the

1.0 INTRODUCTION

these publications provide financial data for the statistical 
universe of provincial and territorial governments. 


Provincial/territorial governments and the financial 
management system. 


This publication contains data for the provincial and 
territorial governments sector. 


The purpose of the system is to present data on the 
operations of these governments in an orderly, compara- 
ble form. All provinces and territories generally supply the 
same kind of goods and services, but the way in which 
they are delivered may vary somewhat; for example, a 
particular service may be provided by a special fund in 
one province and by a department in another. To over- 
come this lack of uniformity in the information supplied by 
the provinces and territories, all entities classified as 
general government are consolidated into a single statis- 
tical unit for each government. 


2.0 Statistics Canada’s System of Government 
Financial Management Statistics 


Statistics Canada’s System of Government Financial 
Management Statistics (FMS) contains standardized 
financial statistics for all agencies and levels of govern- 
ment in Canada. It has been developed over the past 50 
years by Statistics Canada in co-operation with repre- 
sentatives of all levels of government, the academic 
community and business. Through the years, as govern- 
ment activities and user requirements for government 
financial data have changed, the FMS has been continu- 
ally updated and improved. 


2.1 The Need for the FMS 


Governments and their agencies report their financial 
activities in a variety of forms, among them detailed 
annual reports, budgets and quarterly summaries. Since 
these reports reflect the structure and accounting meth- 
ods of the government or agency concerned, however,

the way in which governments produce their financial 
statistics is not uniform, except at the local level, where 
government agencies of the same type in the same 
province or territory are required to use standard reports 
and accounting systems. 


The FMS, which replaces the various government 
financial reports, is a standardized system describing the 
expenditures as services provided and the revenues 
raised to cover these expenditures as sources of funds. 
The FMS also indicates the effects that an imbalance 
between revenues and expenditures may have on the 
government’s financial assets and liabilities. 


There are a number of advantages in combining 
financial information from various sources in a single 
statistical system. First, the statistics produced through 
the FMS are uniform over long periods of time, which 
provides a fuller understanding of the changes in govern- 
ment financial operations. In addition, the FMS makes it 
easy to compare the financial statistics of various govern- 
ments at the same and different levels. 


2.2 Concepts Used in the FMS 


The FMS employs a number of concepts to standard- 
ize the financial data it receives trom various sources. 


General government is a crucial concept in the FMS. 
It includes the federal and provincial governments and all 
agencies created by them, including territorial and munic- 
ipal governments, other legal entities with taxation pow- 
ers and all other entities established or acquired and still 
owned by one of these governments. 


For the purposes of the FMS, government is divided 
into two universes, general government and government 
enterprises, each of which consists of three levels, 
federal, provincial or territorial, and local. 


General government consists of all departments and 
establishments together with their special funds. The 
latter include councils, organizations, boards, commis- 
sions and similar agencies established or acquired and 
still owned by a government; they provide services 
(funding and so on) different trom those delivered by 
other sectors of the economy. 


The government enterprise universe encompasses 
agencies established or acquired and still owned by a 
government; they are responsible for selling goods or 
services on the open market and the majority of their 
revenues are derived trom these sales. 


Consolidation is another key concept in the FMS. In 
the general government universe, federal departments 
and establishments together with their special funds are 
consolidated and regarded as a single statistical unit. The 
same thing appiies to the provinces and territories. At the 
local level, consolidation is more comprenensive. The 
statistics for all local governments (municipaiities, local 
school authorities, special-purpose boards and ineir 
special funds) are consolidated and regarded as a single

Le fait de regrouper des renseignements financiers provenant 
de diverses sources en un seul ensemble statistique presente un 
certain nombre d’avantage. D’abord, les statistiques produites 
conformement au SGF sont uniformes sur de longues périodes, 
ce qui permet de mieux comprendre |’évolution des activites 
financiéres gouvernementales. De plus, le SGF permet de 
comparer facilement les données financiéres de différentes 
administrations, au méme niveau et a divers paliers. 


2.2 Concepts utilises dans le SGF 


Le SGF utilise un certain nombre de concepts afin de normali- 
ser les données financiéres provenant de diverses sources. 


L’administration publique est un concept cle du SGF. Elle 
regroupe les administrations fedeérale et provinciales ainsi que 
tous les organismes creés par elles, y compris les administra- 
tions territoriales Ou municipales, d’autres entites juridiques 
ayant le pouvoir de preélever des impots et toutes autres entites 
creées ou acquises qui appartiennent a une de ces 
administrations. 


Dans le cadre du SGF, l’administration publique se divise en 
deux univers - l’univers des administrations publiques et celui 
des entreprises publiques - qui comprend chacun trois niveaux, 
fédéral, provincial ou territorial et local. 


L’univers des administrations publiques regroupe les ministe- 
res et les services avec leurs fonds spéciaux. Il s’agit notamment 
de tous les conseils, organisations, commissions et organismes 
analogues creés ou acquis qui appartiennent a une des adminis- 
trations publiques et qui assurent des services (financement ou 
autre) differents de ceux fournis par d’autres secteurs de 
l'économie. 


L’univers des entreprises publiques englobe les organismes 
creéés ou acquis gui appartiennent a une administration publique, 
charges de venare des biens ou aes services sur le marché libre 
et dont les principaies recettes proviennent de ces ventes. 


La consolidation est un autre concept de base du SGF. Dans 
univers des administrations publiques, les ministeres et les 
services fédéraux avec leurs tonds spéciaux sont consolidés et 
consideres comme une seule unité statistique. Il en va de méme 
des provinces et des territoires. Au niveau local, la consolidation 
est pilus poussée. Les statistiques de toutes les administrations 
locales (municipalités, pouvoirs scoiaires locaux, pouvoirs spé- 
ciaux et leurs fonds speciaux) sont consolidées et considérées 
comme une seule unité statistique pour chaque province et 
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statistical unit for each province and territory. The data 
for each provincial or territorial government are then 
combined with the data for their respective local govern- 
ments. This consolidation eliminates variations among 
provinces and territories due to the division of responsib- 
lilities with their respective local governments. These 
variations affect the comparability when statistics for a 
particular level are considered separately. Finally, all 
provincial, territorial and local statistics are consolidated 
with federal data to produce a single series of statistics 
for all governments in Canada. 


In the government enterprise universe, consolidation is 
less widely applied. In general, it is limited to a parent 
corporation and its subsidiaries. Statistics are produced 
for each level of government, with separate statistical 
series for the major divisions of the Standard Industrial 
Classification. 


2.3 Classification Framework Used in the FMS 


The FMS uses a standardized classification framework 
for revenues, expenditures, assets and liabilities. 


In the government enterprise universe, these terms 
are consistent with the classification and recommenda- 
tions of the Canadian Institute of Chartered Accountants 
for profit-making businesses. 


In the general government universe, revenues are 
Classified by source: either those that it raises itself, or 
those that it receives from other governments in the form 
of transfers. 


Revenues that a government generates by virtue of its 
own powers are then classified by source: 


taxes (including health ar.s social insurance levies); 


natural resources; 

privileges, licences and permits; 
sales; 

investments. 


Revenues from other governments in the form of 
transfers are classified by source and purpose (general 
or specific). All the main components of every major 
classification are defined. 


Expenditures are classified by function, either their 
purpose or the services to which they are allocated. 
There are 18 functions, most of which have a number of 
subfunctions. 


Assets and liabilities are classified in accordance with 
accepted accounting practices, but only financial assets 
and liabilities are listed since all expenditures, including 
the purchase of fixed assets, are current. 


The subclassifications of assets and liabilities illustrate 
the relationships between the various governments.

Les statistiques sont produites pour chaque 
ordre d’administration, avec des séries statistiques distinctes 
pour les grandes divisions du systéme de classification des 
activites economiques. 


2.3 Cadre de classification utilisé dans le SGF 


Le SGF utilise un cadre normalisé de classification pour les 
recettes, les dépenses ainsi que pour |’actif et le passif. 


Dans l’univers des entreprises publiques, ces termes respec- 
tent la classification ainsi que et les recommandations de |’Institut 
canadien des comptables agréés concernant les entreprises a 
but lucratif. 


Dans Il’univers des administrations publiques, les recettes sont 
classées selon la source: il peut s’agir de recettes qu’une 
administration recueille elle-méme ou de recettes qu'elle regoit 
d’autres administrations publiques sous forme de transferts. 


Les recettes qu’une administration publique tire de ses sour- 
ces propres sont ensuite classées selon la provenance:

Les recettes provenant d’autres administrations publiques 
sous forme de transferts sont ensuite classées selon la prove- 
nance et |l’objectif (général ou particulier). Dans tous les cas les 
principales composantes de chaque classification majeure sont 
définies. 


Les dépenses sont classées selon la fonction, soit l’objectif de 
la dépense ou les services auxquels elles sont affectees. On 
compte dix-huit fonctions dont la plupart comportent un certain 
nombre de sous-fonctions. 


L’actif et le passif sont classés selon les méthodes comptables 
courantes, mais seuls |’actif financier et le passif sont indiqués, 
étant donné que toutes les déepenses, y compris I’achat d’immo- 
bilisations, sont courantes. 


Les sous-classifications de |’actif et du passif soulignent les 
rapports qui existent entre les différentes administrations 
publiques. 


2.4 Accounting Practices 


In general, the FMS statistics for the general govern- 
ment universe conform to the modified cash basis of 
accounting, under which transactions are recorded at the 
time cash receipts or disbursements occur. At the end of 
the accounting period, however, major transactions that 
have been concluded (excluding cash receipts or dis- 
bursements) are recorded as accounts receivable or 
payable. In addition, all transactions are considered 
current. 


In the government enterprise universe, the FMS fol- 
lows generally accepted accounting practices for profit- 
making businesses established by the Canadian Institute 
of Chartered Accountants. 


For a more detailed description of these concepts and 
classifications, see The System of Government Financial 
Management Statistics, Statistics Canada, 1984, Cata- 
logue 68-507. 


The concept of financial management as applied in this 
publication provides a measure of interprovincial compa- 
rability, but only at the general government level. 
Because of the varying importance of provincial govern- 
ment enterprises in the activities of the provincial public 
subsector in the ten provinces and the two territories, and 
to a greater extent because of the divergences in the 
allocation of responsibilities between provincial and local 
governments among the provinces, complete compara- 
bility can only be achieved when provincial government 
and provincial enterprise operations are integrated and 
provincial and local government transaction are consoli- 
dated. This consolidation of the revenues and expendi- 
tures of the provincial and local government levels into a 
provincial-local statistical universe is described in Con- 
solidated Government Finance (Statistics Canada, Cata- 
logue no 68-202), in which the inter-level transactions 
are eliminated. 


3.0 Purpose of Consolidation 


Financial publications, which are issued by the Public 
institutions Division of Statistics Canada, describe in 
detail revenue, expenditure, assets and liabilities, on a 
gross basis for each level of government. Included in the 
data are the numerous intergovernmental transactions 
that occur in both the revenue and expenditures of 
governments. To avoid multiple accounting for a given 
transaction when combining government finances of 
different levels and thus avoiding the inflation of the totals 
that would result, the consolidation exercise is utilized. 
This data, in which the intergovernmental transactions 
are eliminated, provides a fair measure of government 
financial involvement in the social and economic life of 
the country. In consolidation, government is considered 
as a single entity embracing federal, provincial and local 
government. Therefore, total expenditure functions and 
total revenue sources are indicated but not the contri- 
bution of a particular level of government. 


2.4 Méthodes comptablies 


De fagon générale, les statistiques du SGF pour Il’univers des 
administrations publiques sont produites selon le systeme de 
comptabilite de caisse modifiée, qui consiste a inscrire les 
transactions au moment des entrées et des sorties de fonds.

Dans Il’univers des entreprises publiques, le SGF suit genéra- 
lement les méthodes comptables généralement reconnues pour 
les entreprises a but lucratif, établies par |I’Institut canadien des 
comptables agréés. 


Pour une description plus détaillee de ces concepts et classifi- 
cations, voir Le systéme statistique de gestion des finances 
publiques, Statistique Canada, 1984, n° 68-507 au catalogue en 
une seule unité statistique pour chaque gouvernement. 


Le concept de Gestion Financiere tel qu’il s’applique ici fournit 
une mesure de la comparabilité inter-provinciale, mais au niveau 
de l’univers gouvernemental seulement. Etant donné que |’im- 
portance des entreprises publiques provinciales dans les activi- 
tés du sous-secteur public provincial des dix provinces et des 
deux territoires varie, et plus encore par suite des divergences 
dans l’attribution des responsabilites entre les gouvernements 
provinciaux et les administrations locales d’une province a 
l'autre, on ne peut obtenir une comparabilite parfaite que lorsque 
les opérations des gouvernements provinciaux et de leurs 
entreprises sont integrées et lorsque les transactions publiques 
provinciales et locales sont consolidées.

3.0 But de la consolidation 


Les publications financiéres produites par la Division des 
Institutions Publiques de Statistique Canada ventilent, en chiffres 
bruts, les recettes, les dépenses, |’actif et le passif de chacun des 
paliers d’administration publique. Les données comprennent 
donc les nombreuses opérations entre administrations relatives 
aux recettes et aux dépenses. Pour éliminer toute double prise 
en compte d’une méme operation au moment de combiner les 
finances publiques de paliers differents et pour éviter ainsi le 
gonflement des totaux, on recourt a la consolidation. Ces 
données, qui ne tiennent pas compte des opérations entre 
administrations, fournissent une mesure assez exacte de |’apport 
financier de I’Etat a l’organisation sociale et économique du 
pays. Le terme ‘‘Etat’’ désigne ici une seule entite englobant les 
administrations fédérale, provinciales et locales. C’est pourquoi 
les données indiquent I’ensemble des montants dépensés et le 
total des rentrées fiscales, mais non la contribution d’un ordre 
d’administration donne.

4.0 Historical Data 


A historical summary of gross general revenue and 
expenditure is also available on CANSIM (Canadian 
Socio-economic Information Management System) for 
the fiscal year ended March 31, 1975 through the fiscal 
year ended March 31, 1986. The data for 1985 and 1986 
are based on provincial budget speeches and estimates. 
The Public Institutions Division makes estimates for the 
special funds for which it has no information. In addition, 
series for which more recent figures have been received 
have been updated. Beginning in September 1986, these 
updates based on new information will be made 
quarterly. 


The National Accounts Statistical System 


A second national standardized system for the produc- 
tion of financial statistics of Canadian governments is 
contained in the framework of the Canadian System of 
National Accounts. While the financial management 
system depicts the expenditures made by government to 
discharge its functions, the relative importance of the 
different types of revenue raised to defray these expendi- 
tures, the means used to finance the deficit between 
revenue and expenditure or to dispose of any surplus of 
revenue over expenditure and the resulting financial 
situation of government; the economic analysis system is 
concerned with the economic effects of government 
activity. Although there are significant differences 
between the two systems in concepts and, particularly, in 
classifications, it is possible, as is shown in this publica- 
tion, to cross-classify government financial data in eco- 
nomic terms. But, just as the resulting financial manage- 
ment statistics differ significantly from the estimates or 
public accounts from which they are derived, so the 
economic analysis statistics differ from the national 
income and expenditure accounts. 


5.0 Coverage, Sources and Methods 


The present publication covers the general govern- 
ment universe of each province and territory on an 
all-inclusive basis except for certain institutions for which 
complete financial reports are unavailable. These institu- 
tions are incorporated only to the extent of their financial 
transactions with their present governments; certain very 
minor revenues which these institutions obtain from 
other sources are omitted from the publication as are 
detailed analyses of their expenditures. 


The financial statistics in this publication are derived 
from information contained in the public accounts of the 
governments and from the audited financial statements 
of their agencies. Additional detail is obtained in a few

4.0 Données chronologiques 


Un sommaire chronologique des recettes et depenses généra- 
les brutes est aussi disponible sur CANSIM (Systeme Canadien 
d'information socio-€conomique) a partir de |l’année fiscale 
terminée le 31 mars 1975 jusqu’a l’année fiscale terminée le 31 
mars 1986 inclusivement. Il est a noter que les données pour les 
années 1985 et 1986 sont basées sur les discours sur le budget 
et les estimations des Provinces. La Division des Institutions 
Publiques effectue des estimations pour les fonds spéciaux dont 
elle ne posseéde pas d'information. Des mises a jour ont été 
également apportées aux séries pour lesquelles des chiffres plus 
recent nous sont parvenus. Il est a noter que ces mises a jour 
seront effectuées trimestriellement a la lueur de nouveaux 
renseignements a partir de septembre 1986. 


Systeme statistique des comptes nationaux 


Le systeme canadien de la comptabilite nationale est un 
deuxiéme systeme national normalisé pour la statistique finan- 
ciére des gouvernements canadiens. Alors que le systéme de la 
gestion financiére présente les depenses effectuées par les 
gouvernements pour s’acquitter de leurs fonctions, |’importance 
relative des différentes sources de recettes pergues pour assu- 
mer ces dépenses, les moyens utilisés pour financer le manque 
de recettes par rapport aux dépenses ou pour disposer |’exce- 
dent des recettes sur les dépenses et la situation financiere finale 
des gouvements; le systeme d’analyse €conomique s’intéresse, 
pour sa part, aux incidences Economiques de leurs activites. En 
dépit de differences conceptuelles sensibles entre les deux 
systemes, principalement dans les classifications, il est possible, 
comme le démontre cette publication, de recouper les données 
financiéres en termes economiques. Mais, tout comme les 
statistiques sur la gestion financiére different considérablement 
des budgets ou des comptes publics dont elles sont dériveées, les 
résultats de l’analyse Economique sont differents de ceux des 
comptes nationaux des recettes et depenses. 


5.0 Champ d’observation, sources et méthodes 


La présente publication englobe toutes les activites gouverne- 
mentales de chaque province ou territoire, sauf certaines institu- 
tions pour lesquelles il n’existe pas de rapports financiers 
complets. Nous n’avons tenu compte de ces institutions que 
pour leurs transactions financiéres avec le gouvernement dont 
elles relevent; cette publication ne prend pas en compte certai- 
nes recettes trés faibles provenant d’autres sources et n’analyse 
pas leurs dépenses en detail. 


Les statistiques financiéres de cette publication sont tirees de 
renseignements contenus dans les comptes publics des gouver- 
nements et dans les états financiers verifies des organismes qui 
en dépendent. Dans quelques cas, des détails supplémentaires 
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instances from correspondence with provincial and terri- 
torial authorities. The co-operation of provincial and 
territorial government _ officials is gratefully 
acknowledged. 


All entities classified as general government are con- 
solidated into a single statistical unit for each grouping. 
Revenues of each unit are classified by source and 
expenditures by function or purpose, while assets and 
liabilities are consistent with classifications. 


Some explanatory notes concerning the tables are 
given below. 


6.0 Caveats 


There has been a significant revision in provincial 
government real property tax revenues and education 
expenditures. Beginning in the fiscal year 1982-83, the 
province of British Columbia introduced a new system of 
public school financing. Under this new system, the 
province assumed the responsibility for the taxation of 
non-residential property for school purposes. A similar 
financing system was also adopted by the province of 
Manitoba starting in the fiscal year 1981-82. These 
changes in the legislations have been reflected in both 
the revenues under Real Property Tax (Table 1, line 4) 
and the expenditures under Education - Elementary and 
Secondary (Table 2, line 40). An important change has 
been made to the British Columbia data for the fiscal year 
ended March 31, 1985. As a result of a review of the 
concepts of the Financial Management System (FMS), 
British Columbia Transit, previously considered part of 
the provincial government within the FMS framework, will 
henceforth be considered an enterprise. All income and 
expenditures for British Columbia Transit have conse- 
quently been eliminated from this series. 


The relevant CANSIM series for both provinces have 
already been updated accordingly. 


Quebec Pension Board 


The data for the province of Quebec in this report 
include the revenues and expenditures of the Quebec 
Pension Board, established by the province in 1965. (See 
Text Table Ill.) 


The only transactions included at the provincial level 
(except for Quebec) as universal pension plan expendi- 
tures are the contributions of provincial governments as 
employers to the Canada Pension Plan. Since the latter 
is a federal agency, its revenues and expenditures are 
included in the federal government universe. 


Text Table lV shows what Quebec’s position would be 
if the Quebec Pension Board were considered a subsec- 
tor of the provincial government universe rather than an 
integral part of that universe.

6.0 Mise en garde 


Une révision importante a ete effectuée au niveau des revenus 
provinciaux en provenance des impéts sur les proprietés foncié- 
res et des dépenses provinciales sur l’éducation. En effet, a partir 
de |’année fiscale 1982-83, la Colombie-Britannique a introduit 
un nouveau systéeme de financement pour les écoles. Avec ce 
nouveau systeme, la province assume dorénavant la responsabi- 
lite d’imposer un impdt sur les propriétés non-résidentielles pour 
le financement des écoles. Un systeme de financement sembla- 
ble a egalement éte adopté par le Manitoba au cours de I’année 
fiscale 1981-82. Ces changements législatifs sont maintenant 
réfletes dans la présente publication dans les postes suivants: 
revenus - impdts sur la propriété fonciere (Tableau 1, ligne 4), 
dépenses - éducation élementaire et secondaire (Tableau 2, 
ligne 40). Un changement important a été apporte aux données 
de la Colombie-Britannique pour |’année fiscale terminée le 31 
mars 1985. A la suite de la révision des concepts du Systeme de 
Gestion Financiere (SGF), British Colombia Transit, consideré 
precedemment comme taisant partie de |’administration provin- 
ciale dans le cadre de la structure du S.G.F., sera désormais 
considéré comme une entreprise. Alors tous les revenus et 
dépenses de cette entreprise ont été éliminés de la présente 
série. 


Les séries chronologiques CANSIM concernées ont déja ete 
ajustées de fagon a refléter ces révisions. 


Régie des rentes du Québec 


Les données de la province de Québec figurant dans la 
présente publication comprennent les recettes et des depenses 
de la Régie des rentes du Québec, organisme créé par la 
province en 1965. (Voir le tableau explicatif Ill). 


Les seules transactions incluses au niveau provincial (sauf 
Québec) comme dépenses pour les régimes universels de 
rentes, sont les contributions des gouvernements provinciaux a 
titre d’employeur au Régime de pension du Canada. Etant un 
organisme fédéral, les recettes et les depenses sont inclues dans 
univers gouvernemental fédéral. 


Le tableau explicatif IV presente la position de la province de 
Québec dans le cas ou la Régie des rentes du Québec serait 
considérée comme une sous-section de I’univers gouvernemen- 
tal provincial plut6t que partie intégrante de I’univers. 
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Government and Public Employees Retirement Plan 
(GPERP) 


In June 1985, a change has been made in the data for 
Quebec for the fiscal year ended March 31, 1974 through 
the fiscal year ending March 31, 1986. In the past, the 
GPERP was treated as a trusteed plan, and as a result, 
only the provincial government’s contribution as an 
employer was regarded as a current expenditure. How- 
ever, the Public Institutions Division’s Concepts and 
Classifications Committee reviewed the GPERP’s status 
and after thorough analysis decided to change it from a 
trusteed to a non-trusteed plan. 


Consequently, Statistics Canada combined all the 
GPERP'’s financial transactions with those of the provin- 
cial government. Financially, this has a significant impact. 
For example, for the fiscal year ended March 31, 1984, 
provincial government revenues have been increased by 
$616 million ($308 million in employee contributions plus 
$308 million in interest income from the Caisse de depot 
et placement du Québec) and expenditures have been 
decreased by $538 million ($616 million in employer 
contributions minus $78 million in benefits paid out to 
plan members). From the perspective of the Financial 
Management System, this change reduces Quebec’s 
deficit for 1983-84 by $1,154 million. 


The relevant CANSIM series have been updated ac- 
cordingly on June 30, 1985. 


7.0 Review of 1984-85 Fiscal Year 
Revenue 


The gross general revenue of all provincial and territo- 
rial governments was $95.0 billion for the fiscal year 
ended March 31, 1985, an increase of 7.1% over the 
previous fiscal year. This is the first time since 1974/75 
that the rate of increase in revenue was below eight per 
cent. At $98.2 billion, gross general expenditures were 
up 5.8% from the previous year. This growth rate is the 
lowest since 1974-75. 


Among individual revenue sources, total revenue from 
personal income tax remained at the same level for the 
second year in a row. This levelling off was primarily due 
to adjustments in the payments received from the federal 
government under tax collection agreements. In accord- 
ance with these agreements, the federal government 
collects personal income tax for all provinces and territo- 
ries except Quebec and corporate income tax for all 
provinces and territories except Ontario, Quebec and 
Alberta. During 1984-85, the federal government made 
adjustments to correct overstatements of the provincial 
tax bases. As a result of these adjustments, the revenue 
of some provinces remained unchanged or was slightly 
reduced. Although economic activity increased in 
1984/85, the spectre of the recession is still reflected in

Aprés analyse en profondeur 
du statut de RREGOP, le comité a donc résolu de changer ce 
dernier d’un regime fiduciaire a un regime non-fiduciaire. 


Par consequent, Statistique Canada a intégré toutes les 
operations financiéres de RREGOP 4 celles de |I’administration 
publique provinciale. Sur le plan financier cela a un impact 
considérable; par exemple pour I’année financiére se terminant 
le 31 mars 1984, les revenus du gouvernement provincial ont été 
augmentés de $616 millions (soit la contribution des employés 
$308 millions plus les revenus d’intéréts $308 millions provenant 
de la caisse de dépét et placement du Québec) et les dépenses 
du gouvernement ont eté diminuées de $538 millions (soit la 
contribution de l’employeur au montant de $616 millions moins 
les prestations aux participants au montant de $78 millions). Ce 
changement a donc pour effet de diminuer le deficit de la 
Province de Québec pour 1983/84, au point de vue du Systeme 
de la Gestion Financiere, de $1,154 millions. 


Ce changement en question a été apporté aux séries CANSIM 
le 30 juin 1985. 


7.0 Analyse de l’année financiére 1984-85 


Recettes 


Les recettes générales brutes des administrations publiques 
provinciales et territoriales pour l’année financiére terminée le 31 
mars 1985 se chiffrent a $95.0 milliards soit une augmentation 
de 7.1% par rapport a l’exercice antérieur. C’est la premiere fois 
depuis l’année fiscale 1974-75 que le taux de croissance des 
revenus se situe sous la barre des huit pourcent. Les depenses 
générales brutes se chiffrent a $98.2 milliards soit une hausse de 
5.8% par rapport a l’exercice antérieur. Ce taux de croissance 
est le plus bas enregistré depuis l’année fiscale 1974-75. 


En ce qui concerne les sources de revenus, les recettes 
provenant de |l’impot des particuliers ont globalement plafonne 
au méme niveau pour une deuxiéme année consécutive. Ce 
plafonnement a été principalement causé par des ajustements 
effectués sur les versements que le gouvernement fédéral fait, 
suite aux ententes de perception fiscale. En vertu de ces 
ententes le gouvernement fédéral pergoit les impdts sur le revenu 
des particuliers de toutes les provinces et territoires sauf pour le 
Québec, ainsi que les impdts sur le revenu des sociétés des 
provinces et territoires excepté I’Ontario, le Québec et I’Alberta. 
Au cours de |l’année fiscale 1984-85 le gouvernement fédéral a 
effectué des ajustements suite a une sur-estimation de |’assiette 
fiscale de chaque province. Ces ajustements ont eu pour effet de 
maintenir au méme niveau ou diminuer de fagon négligeable les 
revenus de certaines provinces. Méme si |’activite economique 
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investment from this source increased significantly. Dur- 
ing the same period (1975-1985), special funds (Heritage 
Funds) were created to administer the large income 
receipts from natural resources, and this money, which 
has been invested over the years, is now generating 
significant income. 


Some governements have also received returns on 
loans made to their won enterprises. This method of 
enterprise financing has become popular over the years 
because better credit ratings have been obtained. Inter- 
est rate flactuations also contributed significantly to the 
increase. The average Bank of Canada rate rose from 
8.5% in 1974-75 to 13.9% in 1982-83, falling to around 
10.0% in 1983-84 and then rising again to above 11.0% 
in 1984-85. 


Expenditure 


There were increases in all major expenditure func- 
tions, except education. Education costs declined for the 
first time since 1974-75, essentially as a result of an 
accounting change in Quebec and the fact that in 
. 1983-84 (the preceding fiscal year) expenditures in 
Newfoundland were particularly high because of the 
transfer of $125.4 million from the province to the school 
boards to allow them to pay off their debts. 


Health expenditures grew by 6.3% in 1984-85, com- 
pared with 9.4% in 1983-84, 16.3% in 1982-83 and 
18.9% in 1981-82. The rate of increase over the previous 
year ranged from 0.2% in Newfoundland to 10.2% in 
Ontario, and Alberta even recorded a reduction in these 
expenditures. The Northwest Territories and the Yukon 
reported increases of 6.2% and 9.0% respectively. Since 
1981-82, there has been a decline in the rate of growth, 
indicating that governments are serious about controlling 
their expenditures. It should also be noted that there has 
been a reduction in the rate of inflation, which has had an 
effect on total wages and salaries of employees in the 
public and para-public sector. 


The level of provincial debt is rising very rapidly. Debt 
charges increased by 19.3% over the previous fiscal 
year, a major upswing in the rate of growth compared 
with previous years: 1983-84 (9.5%), 1982-83 (30.5%), 
1981-82 (22.5%) and 1980-81 (19.3%). Increases over 
the previous year ranged from 5.5% for Manitoba to 
50.3% for British Columbia. It should be noted that BC’s 
total debt rose approximately $2 billion during the current 
fiscal year. In addition to financing its deficit, British 
Columbia also borrowed over $1.3 billion during the 
current fiscal year. In addition to financing its deficit, 
British Columbia also borrowed over $1.3 billion to 
finance the operations of its own corporations. 


For the fiscal year ended March 31, 1985, all provinces 
and territories reported increases in revenue over 1983- 
84. The growth rates ranged from 3.3% in Manitoba to 
12.5% in Ontario. Increases in expenditures varied from 
0.7% in Alberta to 14.8% in the Northwest Territories.

Deépenses 


Toutes les fonctions importantes des dépenses ont marqué 
une progression sauf pour |’éducation.

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As indicated in Graph No. 2, expenditure distribution 
by source varied significantly in 1985 over 1975. 


Main Components 


Expenditure distribution has changed over the years. 
This is clearly demonstrated in the above graph. Major 
changes have occurred in the area of social service 
expenditures, which have increased gradually from 
13.3% of total provincial/territorial government expendi- 
tures in 1975 to 16.6% in 1985. This significant change 
in the distribution of expenditures is closely linked with 
the steady increase, over the last several years, in the 
number of benefit recipients in this period of high unem- 
ployment and the indexation of their benefits. These two 
factors have together resulted in a perceptible increase 
in total government expenditures in this area. 


Debt charges have also increased at an alarming rate, 
from 5.7% of total provincial/territorial government ex- 
penditures in 1975 to 10.3% in 1985. The financing of 
deficits in recent years as well as the financing of enter- 
prises in some provinces are the main reasons for this 
increase. Interest rate fluctuations have also clearly been 
a contributing factor. (“See Bank of Canada Rates 
above.) 


Graph No. 3 provides a vivid illustration of the deficit 
situation in which some Canadian provinces currently 
find themselves. In fact, the overall picture for the prov- 
inces reveals that there was a significant change 
between the fiscal year ended March 31, 1975 and the 
one ended March 31, 1983. The overall surplus of 
$695.8 million recorded by the provinces in 1982 became 
an overall deficit of $5,573.2 million in 1983. However, it 
should be noted that in 1983 the North American econo- 
mies were in the throes of a deep recession, which 
seriously affected all provinces/territories. In spite of a 
clear improvement in the economic situation in 1984 and 
1985, the provinces/territories as a whole operated with 
major deficits, which only added to their existing debt 
load and thereby significantly increased the expenditures 
allocated to debt charges. 


Explanatory Comments 


Tables 1 and 2 Gross General Revenue and 
Expenditure 


These tables include the current and capital revenue 
and expenditure transactions of the provincial govern- 
ment universe. 


In order to achieve a measure of inter-provincial 
comparability, certain adjustments have been made to 
the figures shown in the provincial accounts. Reconcilia- 
tions of ‘‘gross general’ revenue and expenditure with 
provincial accounts are found in Tables 3 and 4. The 
adjustments are explained more fully in the commentary 
to those tables. 


Text Table V indicates the detail of the ‘‘Miscellaneous 
taxes - other’ item on Table 1.

Principales composantes

Le graphique N 3 indique bien la situation déficitaire qu’ affiche 
certaines provinces canadiennes. En effet lorsque prises globale- 
ment les provinces canadiennes démontrent un écart majeur 
entre l’année fiscale terminée le 31 mars 1975 et celle terminée 
le 31 mars 1983. D’un surplus global de 695.8 millions en 1982 
on est passé a un déficit global de 5,573.2 millions en 1983. On 
doit cependant noter qu’en 1983 les économies Nord- 
américaines etaient aux prises avec une forte recession et que 
toutes les provinces/territoires s’en sont ressentis grandement. 
Malgré une nette amélioration de la situation Economique au 
cours des années 1984 et 1985, les provinces/territoires ont 
globalement opéré avec des deficits importants ce qui a eu pour 
effet d’alourdir leurs dettes et par ce fait méme d’augmenter de 
fagon significative les dépenses affectees au service de la 
dette.

Ces tableaux comprennent les recettes et les dépenses 
ordinaires et de nature capitale de |’univers des gouvernements 
provinciaux. 


Dans un souci de comparabilité interprovinciale, on a apporte 
certains ajustements aux chiffres figurant dans les comptes 
provinciaux. Les rapprochements des recettes et des dépenses 
“générales brutes’? des comptes provinciaux se trouvent aux 
tableaux 3 et 4. Les ajustements sont expliqués plus en detail 
dans les commentaires de ces tableaux.

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Tables 3 and 4 Reconciliation of gross General Rev- 
enue and Expenditure with Provincial Accounts 


These tables are included to explain the difference 
between current and capital revenue and expenditure as 
presented in provincial and territorial accounts, and gross 
general revenue and expenditure as compiled for the 
financial management series. 


The revenues and expenditures of the special funds 
are accounted for separately and are not included in 
provincial or territorial revenues and expenditures de- 
spite the fact that the agencies in question perform 
functions that are really of a governmental nature. For 
purposes of establishing gross general revenue and 
expenditure, the transactions of these funds are added to 
budgetary transactions. 


Because of variations in the extent to which provincial 
and territorial governments deduct amounts from rev- 
enue and expenditure in their financial statements, ad- 
justments also are made in the series to reverse all of 
these deductions and to arrive at ‘‘gross’’ revenue and 
expenditure. 


The trading operations of liquor boards are treated in 
the financial management series as enterprises and only 
their remitted trading profits are included in provincial or 
territorial revenues. In some provinces, however, liquor 
boards also carry out regulatory or control functions and 
derive revenue from these activities. This revenue, gen- 
erally in the form of licences and permits, and the related 
expenditure are considered to be general government 
revenue and expenditure. Therefore, they represent an 
adjustment to the revenue and expenditure presented in 
the provincial government financial statements. 


A uniform approach to the treatment of working capital 
funds in the financial management series results in 
adjustments to both revenue and expenditure. This 
compensates for the different presentation of such funds 
in the provincial and territorial accounts. 


An attempt is also made to apply a consistent ap- 
proach to recoveries of expenditure and refunds of 
revenue. A number of items regarded by the provinces as 
revenue or expenditure are considered to represent 
recoveries of current and prior year expenditures or 
refunds of current year revenues. Consequently they are 
excluded from gross general revenue and expenditure. 


Non-revenue and surplus receipts and  non- 
expenditure and surplus payments represent items which 
are not regarded as provincial government revenue and 
expenditure transactions in this series. They also include 
such items as repayments of loans and advances, rev- 
enues collected on behalf of other jurisdictions, pur- 
chases and sales of investments, loans and advances 
and other surplus account transactions.

On a inclus ces tableaux pour expliquer la difference entre les 
recettes et les dépenses ordinaires et de nature capitale telles 
qu’elles figurent dans les comptes des provinces et des territoi- 
res, et les recettes et dépenses générales brutes établies pour 
les séries de la gestion financiére.

question sont réellement de nature gouvernementale. Pour 
établir les recettes et les dépenses générales brutes, on ajoute 
les opérations de ces fonds aux opérations budgétaires. 


Les sommes que les gouvernements provinciaux et territo- 
riaux déduisent dans leurs états financiers des recettes et des 
dépenses pouvant varier, on apporte egalement des ajustements 
aux séries pour annuler toutes ces déductions et obtenir les 
recettes et les dépenses ‘‘brutes’’. 


Les activites commerciales des régies des alcools sont consi- 
dérées dans les séries de la gestion financiére comme des 
entreprises publiques et seuls leurs profits d’exploitation remis 
figurent dans les recettes provinciales ou territoriales. Cepen- 
dant, dans certaines provinces, les régies des alcools ont 
également des fonctions réeglementaires ou de contrdle d’ou elles 
tirent des recettes. Ces derniéres, généralement sous la forme 
de droits et de permis, ainsi que les depenses correspondantes, 
sont considerées comme des recettes et des dépenses de 
univers gouvernemental et constituent donc un ajustement aux 
recettes et aux dépenses figurant dans les états financiers des 
gouvernements provinciaux. 


Un approche uniforme dans le cas des fonds de roulement 
dans les séries de la gestion financiére a donné lieu a des 
ajustements aux recettes et aux dépenses pour compenser la 
difference de presentation de ces fonds dans les comptes 
provinciaux et territoriaux. 


On essaie également d’utiliser une approche homogeéne dans 
le cas des recouvrements de dépenses et des remboursements 
de recettes. Un certain nombre de postes considérés par les

Les entrées de fonds qui ne sont pas des recettes et les 
entrées au titre de l’excédent, ainsi que les paiements qui ne sont 
pas des dépenses et ceux qui sont prélevés sur |’excédent, 
constituent les postes qui ne sont pas considérés comme des 
recettes et des dépenses des gouvernements provinciaux dans 
cette série; elles comprennent notamment les remboursements 
d’emprunts et d’avances, les recettes recueillies pour le compte 
d’autres autorités, les achats et les ventes de placements, les 
préts et avances et les autres opérations au titre du compte de 
l’excédent. 
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The deduction of intragovernment transactions repre- 
sents the elimination of transactions among the compo- 
nent parts of the general government statistical universe 
for each province. Departmental expenditures included in 
the revenues of special funds and vice-versa, revenues 
of one special fund treated as expenditure in another 
special fund, and transfers of funds between departments 
would all result in the duplication of revenue and expendi- 
ture when these entities are combined to form the 
statistical universe for any particular province. It, there- 
fore, becomes necessary to identify and eliminate these 
interfund or intra universe transactions.
